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CHAPTER  4. 
An  Act  to  amend  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure. 

Passed  Jannary  31,  1S83;  three-fifths  being  present 

TJie  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Seiiaie  and 
Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows : 

Section  1.  Section  two  hundred  and  fifty-one  of  the  Code  of 
Civil  Procedure  is  hereby  amended  so  as  t6  read  as  follows : 

§  251.  The  justices  of  the  Supreme  Court  for  the  First  Judi- 
cial district,  or  a  majority  of  them,  must  appoint,  and  may  at 
pleasure  remove,  a  stenographer  for  each  term  of  the  Circuit 
Court,  for  the  General  Term  of  the  Supreme  Court,  and  for 
each  Special  Term  of  the  Supreme  Court  which  constitutes 
a  separate  part.  Each  stenographer  so  appointed  is  entitled 
to  a  salary  fixed  and  to  be  paid  as  prescribed  by  law ;  he  mast 
attend  all  the  sittings  of  the  part  for  which  he  is  appointed. 
J[f  the  judge  requires  a  copy  of  any  proceedings  written  out  at 
length  from  stenographic  notes,  he  may  make  an  order  direct- 
ing one-half  of  the  stenographer's  fees  to  be  paid  by  each  of 
the  parties  to  the  action  or  special  proceeding,  at  the  rate  of 
ten  cents  per  each  folio  so  written  out,  and  may  enforce  pay- 
ment thereof.  Any  such  copy  shall  be  accessible  to  and 
may  be  examined  by  any  of  the  counsel  in  the  cause.  If  there 
are  two  or  more  parties  on  the  same  side,  the  order  may  direct 
either  of  them  to  pay  the  sum  payable '  by  their  side  for  the 
stenographer's  fees,  or  it  may  apportion  the  payment  thereof 
among  them  as  the  judge  deems  just. 

Seo.  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

It  is  manifest  that  with  all  the  efforts  made  to  prevent  im- 
position upon  the  Police  Justices  and  the  commitment  of  im- 
proper subjects,  the  burden  of  supporting  "  pauper,  destitute 
and  delinquent  children,"  is  rapidly  increasing  in  this  city, 
and  that  the  excise  moneys  will  soon  be  insufficient  to  provide 
for  committed  children.  Unless,  therefore,  they  are  provided 
for,  in  part,  at  least,  by  taxation,  no  further  appropriations 
can  be  made  as  donations  to  those  charitable  institutions 
which  "  gratuitously  aid  and  assist  the  poor  "  in  this  city. 

I  submit  a  schedule  of  the  institutions  which  are  now  en- 
titled to  such  appropriations  from  the  Excise  Fund,  showing 
the  proportionate  amounts  allowed  to  them  respectively,  ac- 
cording to  a  per  capita  scale  hitherto  adopted,  based  upon 
the  returns  made  by  each  institution  of  their  operations  in 
the  last  fiscal  year,  together  with  a  resolution  authorizing  the 
appropriations.

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CHAPTER  57. 

An  Aot  for  the  presenratioii  of  public  records,  maps  and 
papers. 

Passed  Fsbruary  2S,  1888 ;  three-fifths  b^g  present 

TTie  People  of  the  Stale  of   New  York,  represented  in    Senate 
and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows : 

Section  1. — Whenever,  by  reason  of  age,  exposure,  or  any 
casualty,  any  public  records,  maps  or  papers  in  the  custody  of 
the  County  Clerk,  Surrogate,  Register  or  other  county  officer 
in  the  County  of  New  York  shall  become  mutilated,  obliter. 
ated,  or  rendered  unfit  for  public  service,  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  officer  having  the  official  custody  or  control  of  any  such 
records,  maps  or  papers  to  cause  copies  thereof  to  be  made 
and  certified  for  the  public  irse,  and  the  officer  making  such 
transcripts  or  copies  shall  be  paid  a  sum  as  may  be  just/  but 
which  in  no  case  shall  exceed  a  sum  to  be  certified  by  a  justice 
of  the  Supreme  Court  for  the  First  Judicial  District  to  be 
reasonable,  for  the  service  rendered.  And  no  payment  shall 
be  made  for  any  service  rendered  under  this  act  until  the 
work  shall  be  examined  and  approved  of  as  to  its  manper  and 
form  of  execution  by  a  justice  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  said 
first  district,  nor  shall  any  such  work  be  done  until  a  justice 
of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  First  Judicial  District  shall,  after 
an  examination,  certify  that  such  work  is  necessary  for  the 
security  and  safety  of  the  public  records.  And  such  new 
copies,  when  so  made  and  approved,  shall,  for  all  purposes, 
take  the  place  of  the  original  records. 

Sec.  2.  The  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  in  the 
City  of  New  York  shall  make  appropriations  to  meet  the  ex- 
penses  incurred  by  this  act. 

Sec«  3.  This  aot  shall  take  effect  immediately.

Dear  Sir, — In  your  communication  of  the  Sd  instant,  rela- 
tire  to  the  recopying  and  binding  of  the  records  mentioned 
in  my  communication  to  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Appor- 
tionment tinder  date  of  April  3,  1883,  yon  request  the  follow- 
ing information,  to  wit :  (1)  A  statement  of  facte  in  regard  to 
the  proposed  work.  (2)  The  time  for  its  completion.  (3)  Its 
probable  cost  (4)  How  much  money  will  be  required  there- 
for in  1883. 

First. — In  the  records  and  papers  which  are  certified  as 
necessary  to  be  recopied,  much  of  the  writing  has  been  almost 
vholly  obliterated  by  the  daily  "  thumbing"  to  which  they 
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have  been  subjected,  while  the  papers  themselves  (mftny  of 
which  are  written  or  printed  on  both  sides)  have  their  outer 
margins  so  worn  and  torn  as  to  render  it  impossible  to  paste 
or  patch  them  together.  The  binding  which  is  certified  as 
necessary  covers  some  260  cases,  consisting  of  partition  suits, 
suits  for  the  construction  of  wills,  for  the  admeasurement  of 
dower,  etc.  The  papers  in  these  suits  are  now  in  the  usaal 
form  in  which  legal  papei-s  are  filed.  If  put  in  book  form,  as 
recommended,  they  would  last  much  longer  than  they  would 
if  continued  to  be  handled  in  their  present  form. 

Second. — Owing  to  the  mutilated  condition  of  the  papers 
and  the  difficulty  of  deciphering  the  writing  on  them,  only  an 
approximate  estimate  can  be  made  of  the  time  within  which 
the  work  of  recopying  can  be  done.  This  work  will  require  the 
services  of  three  clerks  for  at  lealst  a  period  of  eighteen 
months.  The  binding  will  have  to  be  done  in  the  office  of  the 
clerk,  as  the  records  have  to  be  consulted  daily  ;  but  I  have 
no  information  as  to  the  time  within  which  it  could  be  com-^ 
pleted.

The  petition  of  George  W.  Birdsall  respectfully  shows : 

That  on  the  17th  day  of  April,  1883,  John  C.  Campbell, 
late  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Croton  Aqueduct,  recovered  a 
judgment  against  your  petitioner,  then  and  now  First  As* 
sistant  Engineer  of  said  Croton  Aqueduct,  in  the  Court  of 
Common  Pleas  in  and  for  said  city,  for  the  sum  of  four  thou- 
sand nine  hundred  and  twenty-one  -^  dollars  damages,  and 
throe  hundred  and  twenty-seven  -^^  dollars  costs,  which  was 
entered  in  the  o£Bce  of  the  clerk  of  said  court. 

That  such  judgment  was  recovered  upon  the  following  state 
of  facts,  that  is  to  say  : 

On  the  24th  day  of  October,  1878,  the  said  John  C.  Campbell 
being  then  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Croton  Aqueduct,  was 
removed  from  his  said  position  by  Allen  Campbell,  as,  and 
then  being  Commissioner  of  Public  Works,  for  cause  as  alleged. 

That  the  said  John  C.  Campbell  thereafter  instituted  certain 
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special  proceedings  in  the  Supreme  Court,  for  the  purpose  of 
obtaining  thereby  a  review  of  such  removal  and  the  facts  upon 
which  the  same  was  based,  and  that  such  proceedings  and  re- 
moval was  affirmed  by  the  said  court  and  adjudged  regular ; 
and  that  thereupon  the  said  John  C.  Campbell  appealed  from 
said  last  mentioned  adjudication  to  the  Court  of  Appeals,  which 
said  court  reversed  said  judgment  of  said  Supreme  Court,  and 
adjudged  his,  said  John  C.  Campbell's,  removal  from  said  posi- 
tion  of  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Croton  Aqueduct  as  aforesaid  to 
have  been  made  without  cause,  and  directed  judgment  to  be 
entered  in  said  Supreme  Court  accordingly,  and  restoring  said 
Campbell  to  his  said  position,  which  judgment  was  so  entered 
in  said  court,  and  said  John  C.  Campbell,  by  virtue  thereof, 
took  possession  of  said  office  on  the  6th  day  of  October,  1880. 

That  in  the  meantime,  and  pending  said  proceedings,  and  on 
the  5th  day  of  December,  1879,  your  petitioner  (who  inter- 
mediate the  said  removal  and  his  said  appointment,  had, 
under  the  direction  and  with  the  authorization  of  said  Com- 
missioner of  Public  Works  (Allen  Campbell,  Esq.,),  acted  as 
First  Assistant  Engineer  in  charge)  was  appointed  by  said 
Commissicmer  of  Public  Works  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Croton 
Aqueduct,  and  served  the  said  city  in  that  capacity  from  the 
date  of  his  said  appointment  to  the  5th  day  of  October,  1880, 
the  date  of  the  restoration  of  said  John  C.  Campbell  to  said 
position.  That  during  the  said  period  your  petitioner  so 
served  he  received,  as  such  Chief  Engineer,  as  salary  the  sum 
so  recovered  by  judgment  of  him  by  said  Campbell  as  first 
aforesaid,  exclusive  of  interest  and  costs.

Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment : 

Sir,— In  my  departmental  estimate  for  the  year  1883, 1  re- 
quested the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  to  allow 
the  sum  of  $125,000  for  supplies  for  and  cleaning  public  offices. 
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stating  the  great  necessity  for  the  appropriation  of  the  entire 
snm.  The  amount  allowed  in  the  final  estimate  was  $100,000. 
For  the  years  1881  and  1882  it  became  necessary,  before  the 
close  of  the  year,  to  increase  the  appropriation  by  transfers  to 
1115,229  and  $115,427  respectively,  and  then  it  was  found  im- 
possible to  meet  many  urgent  demands  for  famishing  and 
supplies. 

The  accumulations  of  these  unsatisfied  demands  were  so 
great  that  the  requisitions  upon  the  Department  for  furniture 
and  supplies  and  law  books  during  the  first  fifteen  days  of 
this  year  amounted  to  over  $10,000.  In  order  to  supply  in 
part  the  deficiency  at  the  present  time  in  this  account  I  have 
to  request  that  the  following  unexpended  balances  of  appro- 
priations of  this  Department  for  the  year  1881  and  1882  be 
transferred  to  the  appropriation  for  supplies  for  and  cleaning 
public  offices  for  1883,  the  said  balances  not  being  needed  for 
their  respective  purposes,  the  liabilities  against  the  accounts 
having  been  deducted,  so  that  the  transfers  will  finally  close 
the  accounts,  viz. :

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In  mj  departmental  estimate  I  asked  for  $227,000  for  labor 
and  materials  for  "  Repairing  and  Benewal  of  Pipes,  Stop- 
cocks," etc.  At  that  time  there  were  625  miles  of  pipes,  6,8i0 
fire  hydrants,  5,481  stop-cocks,  and  6,375  water-meters  in  use 
in  the  water  system.  To  these^have  been  added,  up  to  June, 
30, 13^  miles  of  pipes,  182  fire  hydrants,  180  stop-cocks,  and 
1,133  water-meters. 

In  the  final  estimate  $120,000  was  allowed  for  this  Appro- 
priation. The  constantly  increasing  demands  upon  the  water 
supply  make  it  necessary  not  only  to  maintain,  but  to  increase 
the  means  of  detecting  and  stopping  leaks  and  waste  of  water  ; 
but  the  inadequacy  of  the  appropriation  has  already  com- 
palled  a  reduction  of  the  force  employed  in  this  service.  To 
enable  the  Department  to  resume  and  continae  the  work  for  a 
time  to  the  needed  extent,  I  have  to  request  that  the  sum  of 
$12,110.46  be  transferred  from  the  appropriation  for  '*  Bepav- 
ing  Streets  and  Avenues  "  for  1882,  to  the  appropriation  for 
"  Bepairing  and  Benewal  of  Pipes,  Stop-cocks,"  etc.,  for  1883.

The  officer  highest  in  rank,  occupying  any  armory, 
may  also  appoint  a  janitor,  whose  special  duty  shall  be  to  care 
for  said  armory  ;  the  repairs  and  cleanliness  of  the  same,  and 
the  furniture  and  fixtures  ;  and  in  armories  heated  by  steam 
they  may  appoint  an  engineer  to  have  charge  of  the  heating 
apparatus.  Such  persons  so  appointed  shall  receive  a  com- 
pensation not  to  exceed  three  dollars  per  day  for  the  time 
actually  employed  in  their  duties  in  armories  located  in  the 
various  cities,  and  two  dollars  per  day  in  the  armories  not 
located  in  cities  ;  which  compensation,  as  certified  to  by  the 
commanding  officer  appointing  such  persons  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  section,  shall  be  paid  monthly,  and  shall  be  a 
county  charge  upon  the  county  in  which  sai  1  armory  is 
situated,  and  shall  be  levied,  collected,  and  paid  in  the  same 
manner  as  other  county  charges  are  levied,  collected  and 
paid." 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  as  above  men- 
tioned, I  appointed  Oeorge  Hill,  Janitor,  and  John  J.  Single- 
ton, Engineer  of  the  Armory  of  the  Ninth  Eegiment  Infantry,  on 
the  11th  day  of  May,  1883,  and  they  have  been  and  are  at  the 
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present  time  engaged  in  the  performance  of  the  dnties  of  their 
positions. 

They  have  not  yet  received  any  compensation  for  their  aer- 
▼ices,  and  have  been  informed  at  the  office  of  the  Comptroller 
that  they  cannot  be  paid  until  an  appropriation  of  money  for 
such  purpose  is  authorized  and  ordered  to  be  made  by  your 
Honorable  Body.  As  these  are  very  worthy  and  efficient  men* 
who  have  families  dependent  upon  them  foi  support,  I  would 
most  respectfully  ask  that  such  provision  be  made  by  your 
Honorable  Body  as  will  enable  them  to  be  paid  as  soon  as 
possible.

Dear  Sir, — I  have  made  you  as  careful  an  approximate 
estimate  of  the  probable  cost  of  heating  the  City  Hall  as  the 
limited  time  has  afforded,  and  now  beg  to  write,  that  in  my 
opinion  a  suitable  and  substantial  apparatus  could  be  placed 
in  the  building  for  the  sum  of  about  $10,750. 

This  would  be  for  radiators  placed  directly  in  the  rooms, 
and  would  afford  all  the  heat  necessary.  It  would,  however, 
be  open  to  the  objection  that  there  would  be  no  ventilation,  as 
an  apparatus  to  supply  this  deficiency  could  hardly  be  placed 
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in  the  building  without  considerable  catting,  in  order  to  get  in 
suitable  air  flues. 

The  price  I  hate  named  does  not  include  the  laying  of  pipes 
from  the  City  Hall  to  the  steam  mains  in  Broadway,  as  I  as- 
sume that  this  portion  of  the  work  will  be  undertaken  by  the 
steam  company.

Sir, — Agreeable  to  your  request,  I  beg  to  state  that  the 
Nason  Manufacturing  Coi  have  submitted  to  me  an  approxi- 
mate price  for  the  work  of  furnishing  apparatus  to  heat  with 
steam  the  City  Hall,  with  the  exception  of  the  rooms  in  the 
basement  and  in  the  attic,  for  the  sum  of  $10,750.  This 
estimate  provides  for  the  placing  of  radiators  in  the  rooms, 
thereby  aflfording  all  the  heat  necessary.  They  think,  how- 
ever, that  there  would  be  one  objection ;  there  would  be  no 
ventilators,  as  an  apparatus  to  supply  this  deficiency  could 
not  be  placed  in  the  building  without  considerable  cutting  in 
order  to  construct,  suitable  air  flues,  the  building  being  of  such 
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a  substantial  nature  that  such  work  would  be  somewhat 
formidable.  The  ventilators  are  not,  however,  considered 
necessary.  The  price  includes  the  cost  of  connecting  the  pipes 
in  the  building  with  the  steam  main  which  is  to  be  laid  from 
the  steam  pipes  of  the  New  York  Steam  Company  in  Broad- 
way to  the  City  Hall  building  by  the  steam  company.  As  the 
steam  is  to  be  furnished  in  this  manner,  the  price  herein  men- 
tioned does  not  include  the  cost  of  steam  boilers  in  the 
bnSding. 

Since  calling  upon. you  yesterday,  I  have  received  an  esti- 
mate from  Messrs.  Gillis  &  Geoghegan,  who  make  a  specialty 
of  heating  buildings  by  steam.  They  specify  the  work  which 
they  offer  to  do  with  considerable  particularity,  which  is  the 
same  as  that  proposed  to  be  done  by  the  Nason  Manufactur- 
ing Co.,  and  in  addition,  the  heating  of  the  rooms  in  the  base- 
ment of  the  City  Hall,  used  for  offices,  all  for  the  sum  of 
$4,S50.  The  New  Tork  Steam  Company,  by  their  franchise, 
is  required  to  furnish  to  any  public  building  steam  at  a  cost 
not  greater  than  that  charged  to  its  most  favored  customers. 
The  company  will  put  in  a  2-inch  pipe  connection,  extending 
from  its  pipe  in  Broadway  to  the  easterly  house  line,  and  will 
charge  $500  to  continue  the  line  from  this  point  to  the  City 
Hall  building,  where  it  will  be  connected  by  the  pipes  to  be 
famished  by  the  contractor  for  heating,  the  surface  of  the 
ground,  sidewalks,  etc.,  to  be  restored  by  the  company  with- 
out extra  charge.

Sir, — I  duly  received  your  communication  of  the  12th  of 
September  last,  enclosing  the  petition  of  George  W.  Birdsall, 
and  requesting  to  be  advised  whether  it  is  proper  that  the 
Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  shall  act  as  prayed  by 
the  petitioner,  and  also  whether  it  is  advisable  that  the  pay- 
ments, if  any,  shall  be  provided  for  by  a  transfer  from  some 
unexpended  balance  of  appropriation,  or  whether  a  special 
appropriation  shall  be  made  for  the  purpose  in  the  estimates 
for  1884. 

The  matters  set  forth  in  Mr.  Birdsall's  petition  as  to  the  re- 
moval from  office  of  Mr.  John  0.  Campbell,  Chief  Engineer  of 
the  Department  of  Public  Works,  and  of  the  appointment  of 
Mr.  Birdsall  in  his  place,  and  of  the  restoration  of  Mr.  Campbell, 
under  a  decision  of  the  Court  of  Appeals,  are  correctly  stated. 
There  can  be  no  question,  moreover,  that  under  the  decision 
of  the  Court  of  Appeals  in  the  Dolan  case  Mr.  Birdsall  was 
liable  to  Mr.  John  C.  Campbell  for  the  salary  attached  to  the 
office  of  Chief  Engineer,  and  which  was  paid  to  Mr.  Birdsall 
during  the  time  that  Mr.  Campbell,  as  the  courts  decided, 
was  unlawfully  prevented  from  performing  the  duties  of  that 
office. 

There  is  no  question  but  that  Mr.  Birdsall  faithfully  and 
efficiently  performed  all  the  duties  attached  to  the  office  of 
Chief  Engineer,  during  the  period  that  he  was  Chief  Engineer 
in  fact,  though  not  dejure.  The  city  has  had  the  full  benefit 
of  his  services,  and  the  question  presented  is  whether  he  shall 
be  paid  for  the  same. 

It  is  true  that,  in  my  opinion,  Birdsall  could  not  maintain  an 
action  against  the  city  to  recover  payment  for  those  services, 
but  it  would  seem  that,  as  the  city  has  had  the  benefit  of  Ub 
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services,  and  as  it  was  not  throng  any  faalt  or  mistake  of  hii 
tbat  his  appoiotment  was  illeRsI,  he  onght  to  be  compensatec 
for  snch  services. 

Tb«re  is  no  donbt  but  tbat  the  Legislature  could  reqaire  tb< 
eitj  aatborities  to  pay  Mr.  Birdsall  for  bis  services,  aod  I  an 
of  the  opioioD  that  under  the  broad  powers  conferred  upoi 
the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  to  make  appropri 
atioDB,  it  can  properly  and  lawfully  provide  the  means  to  com 
pansate  Mr.  Birdsall  for  bis  services  and  for  hts  reasonabli 
expenses  incurred  in  defending  the  suit  bronght  against  bin 
by  Mr.  Campbell. 

I  should  think  that  it  wonld  be  preferable  that  any  appropria 
tion  made  for  this  purpose  should  be  included  in  the  estimate 
for  18S4,  though,  I  suppose,  as  a  matter  of  law,  a  transfe 
could  be  made  from  some  unexpended  balance.

Dear  Sir, — I  have  the  honor  to  inform  you  that,  as  it  has 
happened  last  year,  the  sum  of  $200  allowed  for  contingencies 
in  the  appropriation  for  this  Bureau  is  nearly  exhausted,  and 
that  the  small  balance  on  hand  will  be  insufficient  to  pay  for 
the  necessary  postage  stamps,  and  to  reimburse  the  Inspectors 
the  traveling  expenses  which  they  will  have  to  incur  while 
dischargiug  their  various  duties. 

In  consequence  of  the  explanation  that  last  year  I  gave  to 
your  honorable  predecessor,  he  allowed  an  extra  allowance  of 
$150,  which  was  entirely  exhausted.  This  year  the  mail  ex- 
pense having  been  so  far  less,  I  consider  that  $100  will  be 
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Bofficient  to  cover  the  contingencies  expenses  for  the  rest  ol 
the  year,  and  I  reapectfally  ask  your  Honor  that  a  trnnafer  ol 
that  amonnt  be  made  to  the  "  Contingencies  Aooonnt"  from 
the  "  Salary  Account,"  which,  at  the  actual  rate  of  compeasa- 
Hoa  to  the  employees,  will  leave  on  the  31st  of  December  nexl 
an  tmezpended  balance  of  $264.7U.

The  minates  of  the  meetings  held  October  27  and  29,  I88> 
were  read  and  approved. 

The  Chairman  presented  the  following : 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Council  of  Reform,  held  October  22,  th 
following  memorial  was  adopted,  and  the  Committee  on  De 
partment  Espenditares  was  directed  to  present  it  to  the  B>>ari 
of  Estimate  and  Apportionment,  viz.: 
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To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  of  the 
City  of  New  York : 

As  your  present  Board  is  made  up  so  nearly  of  new  mem- 
bers, the  Oounoil  of  Reform  has  deemed  it  an  appropriate  op- 
portunity to  suggest  some  change  in  the  usual  method  of  fixing 
the  final  estimates  of  the  amounts  of  money  required  to  con- 
duct the  city  government.  The  law  provides  that  the  Board 
of  Estimate  in  determining  this  amount,  shall  receive  the  es- 
timates of  the  heads  of  the  several  departments,  suggestions 
from  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  and  the  views  on  city  expendi 
tores  that  any  citizens  may  choose  to  offer ;  thus  giving  to 
these  several  mediums  a  kind  of  co-ordinate  function  and  re- 
sponsibility in  fixing  the  yearly  budget.  Practically,  however, 
the  final  estimate  is  made  up  from  the  requisitions  of  the 
heads  of  departments,  with  little  independent  inquiry  into  the 
real  requirements  of  the  several  branches  of  the  city  govern- 
ment, except  what  citizens  volunteer.  The  heads  of  the  de- 
partments, who  have  the  spending  of  the  public  money,  there- 
fore, really  determine  the  amount  of  the  yearly  tax  levy.  But  the 
large  discretion  vested  in  these  Commissioners,  their  practical 
independence  of  review  or  control  from  any  superior  authority, 
their  individual  ambition  to  give  their  particular  departments 
an  importance  over  others,  and  more  especially  the  fact  that 
most  of  these  officers  hold  themselves  and  are  rigidly  held  by 
the  political  parties  from  which  they  received  and  keep  their 
positions  as  agents  of  these  parties,  to  make  and  render  to 
them  the  greatest  amount  of  public  patronage  possible ;  these, 
among  other  reasons,  disqualify  these  heads  of  departments 
from  acting  disinterestedly  and  for  the  highest  good  of  the 
city  in  making  their  yearly  requisitions.  This  amount  is  al- 
ways excessive,  and  is  steadily  increased  year  by  year,  out  ot 
all  proportion  to  the  growth  of  the  city,  the  services  rendered, 
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the  cost  of  similar  private  buMoess,  and  the  expenditare  of  al 
otber  cities  for  tlie  same  purposes. 

This  view  is  confirmed  by  the  report  made  to  the  Legisla 
tnre  in  1881  by  the  Senate  Committee  appointed  to  investigatf 
the  pablic  affairs  of  this  city,  with  a  view  to  bring  in  a  bill  tc 
correct  notorioas  public  abuses.  The  majority  of  this  Com 
mission  was  composed  of  men  exceptionally  intelligent  an( 
independent,  who  conducted  the  most  thorough  examinatioi 
to  which  the  government  of  this  eity  has  ever  been  subjected 
The  report  of  this  Commission  says :  "  As  an  agency  in  thi 
management  of  a  part  of  the  public  affairs  of  the  State,  tbi 
{{ovemment  of  the  city  as  at  present  oonstitnted  is  a  markei 
failure.  It  is  badly  regulated,  batlly  administered,  exorbit 
antly  and  ineiousably  expensive,  and  in  its  various  parts  sub 
atantially  irresponsible.  The  departments  are  little  shott  € 
independent  commissions,  over  whose  action,  within  certaii 
prescribed  limits  as  to  some  expenditures,  there  is  no  ade 
qnate  control."  "  Heads  of  departments,  with  but  few  excep 
tions,  are  appointed,  not  because  of  tbeir  knowledge  or  evei 
sapposed  ability  to  discbai^  the  duties  required  of  them  ii 
the  interests  of  the  city,^but  prinoipallj  for  tbeir  availabilt; 
in  promoting  or  maintaining  the  interests  of  one  or  the  othe 
of  the  political  parties  of  the  city.  Fidelity  to  political  leader 
is  the  pro-eminent  qualification  of  appointees  to  office."  "  Th 
city  offices  are  filled  with  adherents  of  political  organizationi 
vho  make  it  their  primary  duty  to  attend  to  the  interests  ( 
their  political  masters.  And,  in  sncb  circumstances,  it  was  c 
course  to  be  expected  that  every  head  of  a  department  an 
other  office  should  consider  his  or  tbeir  own  administration  t 
bs  perfection— a  sample  of  the  highest  efficiency,  coupled  wit 
the  greatest  economy.  Accordingly,  it  was  strongly  reprt 
Beoted  to  the  Committee  that  not  an  assistant  or  subordiuat 
in  a  department  or  office  could  be  dispensed  with,  not  a  salar 
oonld  be  reiinoed  ;  and  that  to  oonpel  the  one  or  the  other  c 
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these  would  be  to  sacrifice  the  interests  of  the  city.  If  the 
guidance  of  these  officials  is  to  be  followed,  the  fact  most  be 
accepted  that  the  citj  cannot  be  better  or  more  econonaically 
administered  in  any  department  or  office  than  it  has  been  in 
the  past  by  the  respective  heads  of  such  departments  or  offioee. 
From  this  opinion  the  Committee  wholly  dissents." 

It  was  in  evidence  before  this  Commission  as  the  opinion  of 
ex-officials  and  public-spirited  men  of  the  highest  standing, 
who  had  made  the  public  affairs  of  this  city  a  special  study, 
that  more  than  one-third  of*  the  public  money  was  either 
wasted  or  fraudulently  spent. 

This  Council  has  attempted  for  several  years  past  to  meet 
the  obligations  imposed  by  law  on  citizens  to  influence  proper 
appropriations  by  your  Board,  by  presenting  estimates  founded 
on  a  careful  inquiry  into  the  proper  cost  of  performing  the 
duties  of  the  several  departments.  For  the  last  two  years  it 
has  varied  its  practice  from  a  somewhat  general  review  of  the 
departments,  to  an  examination  of  one  department  as  a  type 
of  the  others,  in  order  that  the  facts  of  these  exaggerated 
estimates  and  excessive  expenditures  of  the  heads  of  the  de- 
partments might  be  reduced  to  a  demonstration  by  facts  that 
could  be  easily  veriBed.  The  Park  Department  was  selected 
for  such  an  illustration.  It  was  shown  from  officieJ  documents 
wholly,  that  this  Department  has  been  spending  for  several 
years  past  three  times  the  sum  that  the  same  amount  and 
kind  of  work  has  cost  on  private  places,  parks  and  cemeteries 
in  the  vicinity  of  the  city ;  twice  the  amount  for  which  the 
same  work  was  better  done  in  1877  ;  three  times  the  amount 
that  three  of  the  most  intelligent  and  experienced  Commis- 
sioners that  have  ever  had  charge  of  the  city  parks  certified 
was  sufficient  for  these  purposes.  This  certificate  will  be 
found  in  the  printed  minutes  of  your  Board  for  1877.  We 
showed  from  reports  furnished  to  us  by  the  park  officers  of 
all  the  large  cities  of  this  country  that  are  maintaining  public 
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parks,  that  the  Park  Department  of  this  city  has  spent  for 
the  last  three  years  for  mainteQance  per  acre,  eight  times 
more  than  the  average  for  these  cities,  fifteen  times  more 
per  acre  for  salaries,  ten  times  more  per  aord  for  lahor ;  that  it 
has  spent  five  and  a  half  times  more  per  acre  for  maintenance 
than  was  spent  by  Brooklyn  for  better  service.  It  appeared 
OQ  the  basis  of  these  facts,  and  from  the  pay-rolls  of  the 
department,  that  it  had  spent  an  amount  of  money  each  year, 
for  labor  on  the  maintenance  of  the  parks  alone,  that  wonld 
employ  five  handred  and  thirty-three  more  laborers,  at  the 
rates  paid  by  the  department,  than  were  required,  besides  em- 
ploying a  lai^  number  of  sinecure  salaried  men  for  the  same 
purpose.  It  was  shown  that  a  corps  of  engineers  and  archi- 
tects were  employed  costing  the  city  $37,000  a  year,  while  all 
the  engineering  and  architectural  work  of  the  parks  had  long 
ODce  been  completed  ;  that  $400,000  had  bebn  spent  by  the 
department  in  surveying  and  mapping  Twenty-third  and 
Twenty-fourth  Wards,  the  most  of  which  had  been  done  on 
contract  for  one-qnarter  of  that  sum  more  than  twelve  years 
ago.  And  that  engineers  of  the  highest  standing  have  assured 
OS  that  this  work  should  not  have  cost  more  than  $125,000,  and 
could  have  been  completed  within  two  years. 

This  demonstration  was  published  and  given  to  the  public 
throngh  the  nawspaper  pi'ess.  It  was  presented  to  and  argued 
bj  a  committee  of  this  Council  before  the  Board  of  Appor- 
tionment, with  the  request  that  if  any  of  the  statements  were 
doubted  or  questioned,  the  committee  might  be  given  an  op- 
portnity  to  substantiate  them.  The  intention  was  to  make 
this  analysis  of  the  duties  and  real  requirements  of  this  de- 
partment as  complete  and  conclusive  as  possible,  so  as  to  fulfil 
tbe  intent  of  the  law,  that  requires  your  Board  to  give  a  hear- 
ing to  citizens  before  the  final  estimate  is  made.  These  state- 
ments were  not  questioned  by  the  Board  or  disputed  from 
any  quarter  on  any  material  point — only  a  general  denial  was 
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set  up  by  individuals  who  were  personally  interested  in  cod- 
tinning  the  abases  complained  of.  Whatever  influence  this 
showing  may  have  had  on  the  Board,  it  efiected  a  far  smaller 
reduction  of  appropriations  for  this  department  than  the 
facts  presented  called  for.  What  is  complained  of  is,  not  that 
large  sums  of  money  are  asked  for  and  expended  on  the  pubh'c 
parks  and  other  public  works.  The  public  demand  and  the 
public  interests  require  that  they  should  be  liberally  main- 
tained. But  the  complaint  is,  that  under  the  pretext  of  pro- 
viding for  the  parks  and  other  public  works,  millions  of  money 
are  taken  from  taxpayers  for  partisan  and  personal  uses. 

It  such  facts  as  this  Council  presented  to  the  Board  of  last 
year  are  neither  refuted  or  heeded,  the  provisions  of  law  that 
give  citizens  a  participation  in  determining  the  amount  of 
public  expenses,  is  a  nullity  and  a  farce.  We  have  the  evi- 
dence that,  if  the  same  analysis  of  duties  and  classification  of 
expenditures  as  we  presented  of  the  Park  Department,  were 
applied  to  several  other  departments,  they  would  show  the 
same  exaggerated  estimates  of  the  money  required,  and  the 
same  reckless  expenditure  of  it. 

It  is  clear,  then,  if  these  statements  be  correct,  that  some 
other  and  better  evidence  should  be  furnished  that  $34,000,000 
are  annually  required  to  govern  this  city,  than  the  requisitions 
of  the  oCBcers  who  have  the  sole  discretion  in  spending  it. 
And  if  citizens  can  throw  no  light  on  the  case,  there  is  no  re- 
source left  but  that  your  Board,  by  an  independent  inqairj, 
should  become  informed  of  the  real  necessities  of  each  de- 
partment. This,  we  would  respectfully  suggest,  is,  in  our  view 
one  of  the  plain  and  imperative  duties  of  your  Board,  inferred 
from  the  ample  facilities  provided  by  the  law  that  vests  yonr 
Board  with  the  unlimited  power  to  lay  whatever  tax  yon  will 
on  the  people  of  this  city. 
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The  charter  reqaires  that  "  the  Mayor  shall  keep  himself 
informed  of  the  doings  of  the  several  departments;"  that 
"  said  departments  shall  always,  when  required  by  the  Mayor, 
famish  bim  with  such  information  as  be  ma;  demand."  He 
has  entire  direction  of  the  Commissioners  of  Acoonnts — one  of 
whom  is  a  member  of  the  Boai'd  of  Apportionment,  who  can 
go  tlirongh  all  the  books  and  records,  and  look  into  the  opera- 
tions of  all  the  departments,  and  lay  before  bim  every  trans- 
action and  item  of  espenditnre.  The  Comptroller,  too,  is 
directed  "  to  prescribe  the  forms  of  keeping  and  rendering  all 
city  acconnta.  He  can  require  each  department  to  open  an 
account  with  each  of  their  regular  operations,  and  to  charge 
that  acconat  with  every  direct  and  incidental  expense  relating 
thereto,  and  to  publish  the  same  so  that  your  Board  or  any 
citizen  can  at  once  ascertain  the  exact  cost  of  any  particular 
piece  of  work,  and  so  detect  any  waste  or  fraad.  It  provides 
that  "  dl  accounts  rendered  or  kept  in  the  other  departments 
shall  be  subject  to  the  inspection  and  revision  of  the  Comp- 
troller." With  this  information  in  the  hands  of  these  three 
members  of  the  Board,  it  would  not  be  difiScult  to  detect  and 
correct  any  wrong  estimating  of  the  Commissioners. 

This  acmtiny  into  the  acconnta  and  operations  of  the  depart- 
ments may  add  somewhat  to  the  duties  of  these  members  of 
your  Board,  but  any  other  duty  could  be  better  neglected  than 
&a.  If  $34,000,000  are  every  year  to  be  wrung  by  law  out  of 
the  incomes  of  the  people  of  this  city,  simply  tor  carrying  on 
its  government,  there  should  be  unquestionable  evidence  that 
this  sum  is  absolutely  needed  and  honestly  applied.  This 
aom  produces  a  per  capita  tax  five  times  as  great  as  that  of 
the  general  government  with  all  the  enormous  entailments  of 
the  war — a  per  capita  tax  far  in  excess  of  any  other  municipal 
tu  is  the  world.  It  compels  a  rate  of  taxation  equal  to  more 
Una  one-half  of  the  investment  value  of  money,  which  keeps 
oat  of  the  reach  of  taxation  the  loi^est  part  of  the  enormoas 
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amount  of  the  personal  property  of  this  oity.  It  so  inoreasefi 
rents  and  the  cost  of  living  and  labor,  as  to  drive  a  large  per- 
centage of  manufacturing  and  the  great  producing  and  cod- 
servative  middle  and  laboiiog  classes  beyond  the  limits  of  the 
city.  In  the  hands  of  partisan  manipulators,  and  through  its 
excessive  amount,  it  is  filling  the  offices  of  the  city  with  men 
morally  and  intellectually  disqualified  for  the  duties  and  trusts 
of  their  offices,  some  of  the  evidence  of  which  is  coming  to 
the  light,  but  more  of  which,  protected  from  detection,  is  cor- 
rupting the  public  service  and  wasting  its  substanca  This 
sum  of  $34,000,000  is  $29  for  every  man,  woman  and  child  of 
the  city's  population,  which  is  more  than  one-fifth  of  the  aver- 
age income  of  its  laboring  classes,  who  are  indirectly  and  sk 
last  its  principal  taxpayers. 

But  if  it  be  settled  that  the  Board  to  which  has  been  given 
the  sole  power  to  determine  the  amount  of  taxation  for  this 
city  is  absolutely  prevented  by  their  other  duties  from  ascer- 
taining by  their  own  investigations  what  that  amount  should 
be,  it  results  that  no  adequate  provision  has  been  made  tor 
the  discharge  of  the  highest  function  of  the  city  government, 
and  that  taxpayers  are  in  the  hands  and  at  the  meicy  of  the 
tax  consumers.  It  is  from  this  connection,  founded  on  a  care- 
ful study  of  the  principles  and  working  of  this  system  of  ap- 
propriations, that  this  Council  has  been  endeavoring  for  the 
last  three  years  to  have  this  system  so  amended  by  the  Leg- 
islature that  this  most  responsible  duty  should  not  be  left  to 
the  convenience  of  preoccupied  officials  and  those  who  have 
the  disbursement  of  the  taxes,  but  that  a  majority  of  this 
Board  should  be  composed  of  citizens  not  otherwise  connected 
with  the  city  government,  who  should  be  especially  qualified 
for,  and  exclusively  devoted  to  this  work.  One  thing  is  cer- 
ain,  that  the  operations  of  the  present  method  for  deterouD- 
ing  the  amount  of  taxation  is  a  disastrous  failure. 

Under  this  state  of  the  case,  and  in  view  of  the  efforts  made 
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bj  this  Ooanofl  in  past  years  to  inflnenoe  proper  spptopria- 
tiooB  for  the  public  expenses,  we  consider  tbat  we  fulfill  our  un- 
dertaking to  look  after  the  poblio  interests  bj  resubmitting  to 
joor  Board,  with  these  uu^estions,  the  acoompsnying  printed 
investigation  a  of  the  operations  and  requirements  of  the  Park 
Department  for  the  last  two  years ;  both,  as  in  our  yiew,  ez- 
pressing  the  proper  appropriation  for  that  department,  and 
also  as  an  illustration  of  the  habitual  over-estimsting  of  the 
dty  departments,  and  the  method  by  which  this  may  be  made 
to  appear.  The  facts  and  reasoning  of  these  papers  are 
equally  applicable  to  the  present  year.  This  department  is 
porsning  the  same  line  of  policy,  and  has  spent  a  latter 
unonnt  of  money  during  the  last'  year  than  those  reviewed. 
It  appears  that  for  the  year  ending  in  August  last,  in  addition 
to  the  larger  appropriation  of  the  last  year,  this  department 
has  spent  $27,000  more  of  the  balances  of  the  previooa  years 
than  appeared  to  their  credit  at  the  close  of  the  current  year 
and  for  the  same  work.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  EsUjitaie  and  Aj^xniionment  : 
At  a  meeting  of  the  Council  of  Rsform,  held  NoTember  38, 
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the  following  report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Departments 
Estimates  was  made  and  nnanimoosly  adopted,  tIz.  : 

The  Council  of  Reform,  in  its  efforts  to  lessen  the  pnblio 
burdens  and  correct  the  public  evils  of  the  city,  has  had  its 
attention  turned  for  several  years  to  the  inadequate,  and,  in 
some  instances,  to  the  misleading  sources  of  information  upon 
which  the  yearly  appropriations  are  made  for  conducting  the 
city  government  The  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportion- 
ment has  relied  chiefly  on  the  estimates  of  the  heads  of  the 
several  departments,  and  the  appropriations  of  the  preceding 
years ;  and  the  heads  of  departments  on  their  subordinates. 
There  has  been  little  independent  and  systematic  scrutiny  of 
the  actual  requirements  of  these  departments.  We  respect- 
fully submit  to  your  Honorable  Board  that,  in  our  judgment, 
the  general  intelligence  and  expert  qualifications  of  these 
classes  of  officers,  the  partisan  system  and  influences  under 
which  they  are  appointed  and  act,  and  the  actual  miscalcula- 
tions that  have  obviously  been  made  hitherto,  do  not  furnish, 
with  a  few  honorable  exceptions,  a  sufficient  warrant  for  the 
enormous  sums  that  are  every  year  forced  from  the  taxpayers 
of  this  city  for  the  support  of  its  government.  With  the 
practical  independence  of  the  departments,  a  natural  ambition 
to  excel  may  be  presumed  to  influence  the  judgment  of  those 
in  charge  of  them,  Uf  take  exclusive  and  exaggerated  views  of 
the  importance  and  requirements  of  their  respective  depart- 
ments. And  the  demands  of  the  parties  to  which  they  are 
indebted  for  their  positions,  and  by  whose  favor  alone  they 
can  hold  them,  compel  most  of  these  officials  to  put  large 
margins  into  the  yearly  budget  of  their  expenses  for  party  con- 
tributions. This  source  of  information,  if  for  no  other  reason, 
is  not  sufficiently  disinterested  and  independent  to  be  so  ex- 
clusively trasted  for  so  important  a  function  in  fixing  the 
amount  of  taxation.

I>iiru)g  the  aatamn  of  last  jear,  a  Committee  of  the  E 
Scmaie,  appointed  to  inquire  into  the  actnal  oondition  ol 
pnblio  affairs  of  this  oi^y,  and  to  sn^^at  some  remedy  fo 
Dotorioog  ahoses,  oondaoted  for  three  months  the  most  i 
ongh  investigation  to  which  the  government  of  this  city 
ever  been  sabjected.  The  majority  of  this  Committee 
men  of  conspicnoas  intelligence  and  great  experience  in  n 
capal  affairs  from  other  parts  of  the  State.  The  following 
some  of  the  oonolnsions  to  vhich  they  came  in  regard  to 
root  of  some  of  our  great  pnblio  abases  : 

"  The  departments  are  nothing  other  than  independent  i 
missions,  over  whose  action  within  certain  prescribed  limits 
some  expenditores  there  is  no  adegaate  control.  Acting  w: 
this  limit,  the  head  of  the  department  in  all  matters  relt 
to  the  public  business  administered  by  and  throagh  itsagi 
is  praotically  acconntable  to  no  snperior.    *    *    * 

"  But  in  the  City  of  New  York,  heads  of  departments, 
bnt  few  exceptions,  are  appointed,  not  becsn^e  of  their  ack 
ledged  or  even  supposed  ability  to  discharge  the  dntiei 
quired  of  them  in  the  interest  of  the  city,  bat  principally 
their  availability  in  promoting  or  maintaining  the  iuteres 
one  or  other  of  the  political  organizations  of  the  city.  Fid 
to  political  leaders  is  the  pre-eminent  qaali6cation  of 
pointees  to  offioe.    *    •    * 

"  The  ci^  offices  are  filled  with  retainers  of  political  oi 
tza^ons,  who  make  it  their  primary  ^nty  to  attend  to 
interest  of  their  political  masters.  And  in  such  circnmste 
it  was  of  course  to  be  expected  that  every  head  of  depart) 
and  other  officers  shonld  consider  his  or  their  own  admini 
tioQ  to  be  perfection — a  sample  of  the  highest  effici 
Kni[ded  'with  the   sreatest  economy.     Accordingly,  it 
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strongly  represented  to  the  Committee  that  not  an  assistant  or 
subordinate  in  a  department  or  office  coald  be  dispensed  with; 
not  a  salary  ooold  be  reduced,  or  that  to  compel  the  one  or 
the  other  of  these  Would  be  to  sacrifice  the  interests  of  the 
city.  If  the  guidance  of  these  officii^  is  to  be  followed,  the 
fact  must  be  accepted  that  the  city  cannot  be  be  better  or 
more  economically  administered  in  any  department  or  office 
than  it  has  been  in  the  past  by  the  respective  heads  of  aach 
departments  or  offices.  From  this  opinion  the  Committee 
wholly  dissents.** 

TWOFOLD  PUBPOSE  OF  THE  BEPOBT. 

If  more  than  $30,000,000  are  required  annually  to  condaot 
the  goTcmment  of  this  city,  it  is  very  clear  to  us  that  some 
additional  and  better  evidence  of  it  should  be  obtained  than 
the  estimates  of  department  Commissioners.  For  the  double 
purpose  of  illustrating  this,  and  at  the  same  time  of  correcting 
the  estimates  of  a  particular  department  for  the  year  1882,  we 
have  selected,  for  lack  of  time  to  go  through  the  whole,  the 
Department  of  Parks  as  a  type,  to  a  large  extent  of  all  the 
departments,  and  have  made  as  careful  an  examination  of  its 
actual  requirements  as  the  time  and  opportunities  have  per- 
mitted. Our  statements  of  facts  and  figures  have  been  taken 
wholly  from  the  public  documents.  We  have  reviewed  the 
estimates  made  by  the  Commissioners  of  this  department, 
rather  than  the  provisional  estimates  of  your  Board,  for  the 
reasoms  that  the  final  estimate  may  alter  the  provisional 
estimate,  and  also  to  meet  any  attempt  by  the  Park  Commis^ 
sioners  or  others  to  jAstify  and  press  upon  your  Board  their 
original  estimate& 

SALABIES. 

No  service  is  required  or  has  been  rendered  for  several 
years  if>  call  for  an  appropriation  of  $35,000,  asked  for  the 
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uumal  salaties  of  tliis  department;.  This  ezpenditare  ie  for 
pare  maiQtenanoe,  and  ezcIaBire  of  a  lai^e  amount  of  salaries 
in  other  branches  of  the  department  Little  or  no  oonstrac- 
tion  has  been  done. 

FBOFOBnOH  OF  BAIABIB8  TO  BUBINISB  AND  UBOB. 

The  whole  of  the  administratiTe,  scientific,  and  clerical 
dnties  of  this  department,  now  that  the  constrootion  of  tbe 
parks  has  been  completed,  is  to  keep  in  order  aboat  1,000 
acres  of  parks,  100  miles  of  roads  and  streets  in  the  Twenty- 
third  and  Twenty-fonrth  Wards,  the  bridges  over  Harlem  and 
Bronx  rivers,  the  oture  of  the  mosenms,  zoolc^cal  department, 
meteorological  observatory,  and  the  polioe,  and  to  ke^  the 
records  of  the  same,  the  whole  expenditnre  for  which  in 
1877  was  $316,000.  This  is  the  whole  bnainws  of  the  depart- 
ment. The  regular  amount  of  salaries  paid  last  year  for  hie 
serrice,  and  which  is  asked  for  the  next  year  with  a  very 
large  increase,  is  for

Permanent  foremen  and  skilled  mechanics  receiv- 
ing a  fixed  compensation  of  more  than  $700  a 
year ...

The  aggregate  amoont  of  compensation  tor  the  laborers  of 
the  department  receiving  less  than  $2  per  day  is  $102,000» 
which  is  above  the  market  price  for  such  labor.  We  cannot 
conceive  of  any  justification  for  snoh  an  amount  of  salaries  for 
such  an  amount  and  kind  of  business,  or  saoh  a  disproportion 
between  salaries  and  labor. 

There  is  absolntely  no  engineering  done  or  to  be  done,  at 
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least  below  the  Harlem  river,  that  one  engineer  and  a  helper 
oonld  not  do.  We  consider  $18,000,  including  the  salary  of  a 
President  of  the  Department,  a  sufficient  allowance  for  this 


item. 


LABOB,  ICAIMTENANOB  AND  SUPPLIES. 

Two  hundred  and  seventj-fiye  thousand  dollars  are  asked 
for  these  purposes,  and  the  appropriation  is  to  be  confined 
exclusively  to  the  maintenance  of  the  Central  and  city  parks, 
exclusive  also  of  the  maintenance  of  their  streets  and  walks. 
These  are  made  separate  items. 


CITT  PABXS. 

Besides  thp  Oentral  Park  there  are  twenty-five  other  parks 
or  inclosures  of  all  classes.  Fifteen  of  these,  however,  are 
mere  inclosures,  or  receive  and  require  little  or  no  attention. 
Two  thousand  dollars  a  year  will  do  all  for  these  parks  that  is 
now  done.  There  are  eight  other  parks  of  larger  size,  and 
largely  used,  with  an  aggregate  area  of  thirty-nine  acres ;  ex- 
clusive of  walks.  All  of  these  parks  have,  in  former  years, 
been  carefully  laid  out,  sodded,  i&nd  liberally  stocked.  All 
that  is  now  required  is  to  keep  them  in  order.  Upon  pretty 
extensive  inquiry  we  have  found  that  the  cost  of  maintaining 
similar  grounds  on  private  places,  parks,  and  cemetery  grounds 
of  not  less  than  ten  acres,  in  the  vicinity  of  the  city,  will  not 
on  the  average  exceed  $76  to  the  acre.  No  good  reason  can 
be  assigned  why  the  maintenance  of  the  parks  in  this  oitj 
should  cost  more  per  acre,  especially  when  the  economy  of 
doing  this  on  a  wholesale  scale  is  taken  into  account  But 
adding  thirty-three  per  cent  to  this  amount  for  the  extra  cost 
of  doing  public  business,  the  allowance  for  this  item  will 
be  $3^900. 
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OBNTBAI.  FABE. 

The  area  of  the  Central  Park,  exclusive  of  its  dtives,  valke 
water  inolosares,  and  undeveloped  section,  is  aboat  360  soreE 
The  same  principle  of  calculation  sa  to  the  cost  of  mainte 
nanoe  can  be  as  properly  applied  to  this  park  as  to  the  othe 
city  parks,  and  with  even  more  fairness,  since  the  mowing  aQ< 
dressing  of  most  of  its  lawns,  which  is  one  of  the  largest  itemi 
of  this  expense,  can  be  done  by  horse  power.  Brides,  lai^i 
sections  of  the  park  are  devoted  to  pasturage,  and  reqair 
little  care.    We  make  the  amoont.of  this  item  $36,000. 

If  to  this  be  added  the  cost  of  providing  skating,  $3,000 
attendance  on  the  buildings  of  the  park,  $4,000 ;  repairin{ 
wood  woik  and  masonry,  $8,000 ;  blacksmiths,  $2,000 ;  maui 
taining  meteorological  observatory,  $4,000,  and  the  cost  q 
supplies  and  incidental  expenses,  as  shown  by  the  expenditure 
for  this  purpose  the  last  year,  $54,500  — althongh  we  kaoi 
that  many  of  these  expenses  were  annecessarily  large — and  i 
will  make  the  proper  cost  of  maintainiog  the  supplies  for  Cec 
tral  Park  for  1882,  $116,400,  instead  of  $276,000  asked  for  b, 
the  Commissioners. 

WHAT  Tma  003T  m  1877. 
The  appropriation  for  this  item  in  1877  was  $140,000,  a 
which  time  the  parks  were  maintained  in  a  high  condition  c 
excellence,  althongh  many  of  the  present  abases  throug 
which  the  public  money  is  wasted,  were  at  that  time  in  aotiv 
(^ration.  For  the  last  three  years,  although  the  demand  an 
appropriatioQ  for  this  item  has  been  steadily  and  largely  ii 
creasing  each  year,  the  condition  of  the  parks  has  been  a 
steadily  and  lately  deteriorating.  This  appropriation  of  187 
includes  also  the  cost  of  maintaining  the  one  hundred  and  si 
acres  of  the  roads  and  walks  of  the  parks,  which  is  made 
separate  and  additional  item  in  the  estimate  for  1882.    N 
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addition  has  been  made  to  the  parks  sinoe  1877,  and  no  reason 
can  be  given  why  the  sum  that  was  sufficient  for  1877  is  not 
sufficient  now.  The  large  amount  of  money  expended,  and  tiie 
thorough  work  that  was  made  in  laying  out  this  park  in  former 
years,  and  under  a  different  style  of  administration,  should 
render  the  expense  of  keeping  these  works  in  order  corres- 
pondingly lighter. 


THE  WALKS  OF  THB  CENTRAL  PABK. 

« 

The  length  of  the  carriage  ways  of  this  park  is  about  nine 
miles.  The  length  of  riding  ways  is  five  and  one-half  miles. 
The  length  of  the  walks  is  twenty-eight  miles.  All  of  these 
roads  and  walks  have  heretofore  been  properly  graded  mi, 
substantially  and  thoroughly  macadamized  or  paved,  and  only 
need  to  be  kept  in  order.  All  that  the  roadways  require  is  to 
be  kept  sanded  and  rolled,  and  that  the  pavement  of  the  walks 
should  be  kept  whole.  There  is  little  wear  to  well-laid  walks. 
It  is  estimated  by  those  who  have  thorough  knowledge  of  this 
matter  that  it  should  not  cost  more  than  $320  a  mile  yearly  to 
keep  these  roads,  and  $100  a  mile  to  keep  the  walks  in  good 
order.  On  this  calculation,  $9,200  will  be  a  sufficient  appro- 
priation for  this  item. 

Walks  of  the  Otty  Pares. 

The  aggregate  length  of  these  walks  is  about  7^  miles.  Al- 
lowing double  the  cost  of  maintaining  these  walks  over  the 
walks  of  the  Central  Park,  on  account  of  their  scattered  loca- 
tion and  greater  travel,  would  make  the  cost  of  their  mabteo- 
ance  $1,600.  The  proper  appropriation  for  these  two  itei&i 
would  be  $10,800.  It  is  believed  that  this  work,  which  requires 
purely  unskilled  labor,  could  be  oontracted  for  at  a  leas  snin. 
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POUOE. 

One  hundred  and  fift;  thousand  dollars  are  Mked*For  t 
salaries  of  the  police  force.  The  amount  paid  to  this  force  t 
last  year  was  $85,500.  The  force  employed  was  ample  for  t 
reqairements  of  this  service,  and  well — too  well — paid.  T 
labor  of  this  body  is  light,  involving  little  risk,  permanent,  i 
qoiriogno  night  work,  with  the  nniformBfarniahed,and  aco 
pensation  far  above  the  amonnt  that  is  paid  and  can  be  afford 
for  the  same  grade  of  men  and  work  in  private  business.  1 
good  reasoD  is  assigned,  or  probably  can  be,  why  the  cost 
polioing  the  parks  should  be  greater  in  the  coming  year  th 
it  was  the  last  year.  Bat  we  think  thatjhere  are  good  reaao 
why  ibis  cost  should  not  be  as  great.  Considering  the  natu 
of  the  duties  of  the  park  police,  and  the  other  advantages  tb 
pertain  to  them,  $750  instead  of  $876,  now  paid  a  year  1 
patrolmen,  and  $600  instead  of  $730,  now  paid  a  jear  for  gal 
keepers,  is  a  liberal  oompensation,  largely  above  the  pay  f 
the  same  grade  of  service  in  private  basiness.  These  plac 
would  be  e^erly  sought  for  by  perfectly  competent  men 
these  prices.  There  is  a  manifest  injustice  in  compelling  t 
whole  body  of  laborers — who  are  the  real  taxpayers  of  t 
city — to  provide  an  income  at  least  one-third  greaterthan  tht 
own,  to  a  few  other  privileged  laborers  in  the  same  grade 
service.  We  consider  $76,000  to  be  a  sufficient  allowance  i 
this  item. 

MAiNTAnnKa  Twbnty-Thibd  and  Twenty-Podeth  WiitDB. 

This  charge  is  the  keeping  in  order  of  abont  160  miles 
streets  constructed  previous  to  the  annexation.  The  length 
these  streets  in  use  has  not  been  increased  since  the  annex 
^on.  A  great  proportion  of  them,  however,  are  little  use 
and  Tequire.bat  little  attention.    The  afigregate  length  of  t1 
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streets  apon  which  the  appropriation  for  this  item  is  ddefly 
expended  or  needed  is  less  than  100  miles.  Four  or  fiye  of 
the  longest  avenues  receive  nearly  the  whole  of  the  heavy 
travel  of  these  wards.  The  longest  and  most  used  of  these 
streets  is  paved,  and  the  others  are  macadamised.  The  re- 
maining streets  are  but  moderately  used,  and  by  light  vehicles. 
Their  structure  and  care  are  substantially  the  same  as  the 
turnpiking  of  country  roads.  The  average  yearly  appropria- 
tion for  maintaining  these  streets  since  the  annexation,  exclu- 
sive of  $21,500  appropriated  for  special  streets  in  1879,  and 
$60,000  in  IbSO,  has  been  $37,125,  making  an  average  of  about 
$400  to  the  mile  of  the  used  streets  of  this  district  This,  al- 
though not  an  extravagant  sum,  is  still  believed  to  be  sufficient 
if  properly  expended,  to  keep  the  streets  in  order,  considering 
the  service  to  which  they  are  put.  * 

HABLEM  BTVEB  BRIDGES. 

These  are  four  in  number,  with  other  small  structures  on 
tributary  brooks.  Fourteen  thousand  seven  hundred  and  fiftj 
dollars  were  expended  the  last  year  on  their  maintenance, 
which  sufficed.  The  Farmers'  Bridge  requires  more  thorough 
repairing  than  usual,  and  wiH  increase  somewhat  the  sum  re- 
quired for  this  item.  Fifteen  thousand  dollars  should  cover 
all  the  expenses  required  for  the  repair  and  maintenance  of 
these  bridges. 

BBONX  BIVEB  BBIDGBS, 

consisting  of  one  small  drawbridge  and  five  others  of  all 
classes,  over  a  shallow  and  narrow  stream.  Eight  hundred 
and  thirty-one  dollars  were  expended  on  the  maintenance  of 
these  bridges  last  year.  By  an  Act  of  the  Legislature,  a  new 
iron  bridge  has  been  constructed  during  the  last  year  over  this 
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stream,  which  will  not  reqnre,  at  least  dnriog  1882,  an;  eZ' 
pense  for  maiDtenanoa.  Four  other  iroD  bridges  are  iio\i 
under  oontraob  We  oannoi  see  how  any  more  can  be  required 
for  the  maintenance  of  these  bridges  for  the  year  to  come  thai 
was  spent  last  year.  Westchester  Ooanty  bears  one-half  the 
expense  of  oonstmoting  and  maintaining  these  bridges. 

BUBYBIIMO,    IiATING  OUT    AHD   UONtntElTnMCI    TWENT7-TEIBD    Am 
TWBNTY-FOUBTH  WARDS. 

In  1869  the  Legialatnre  appropriated  $100,000,  $60,000  ol 
which  was  expended,  to  make  such  surreys  of  the  portion  ol 
Westohester  County  that  has  since  been  annexed  to  the  city, 
with  the  nnderstanding  that  this  was  sufficient  for  the  purpose. 
Sinoe  the  annexation  $170,000  have  been  appropriated  for  the 
same  sorveys,  making  a  total  of  $230,000.  The  area  of  thic 
snnesed  district  is  12,300  acres.  Maoh  the  larger  part  of  the 
district  is  made  up  of  large  estates,  which  greatly  faoHitatee 
aad  shortens  the  labor  of  soryeying  and  plotting  out  the  terri- 
tory. On  the  appropriation  for  this  item  about  130  miles  ol 
streets  have  been  surveyed  and  laid  out  in  the  annexed  distriots, 
and  twenty-ODB  miles  on  the  northern  part  of  Manhattan 
laland.  The  single  item  of  surveying  this  district  and  deaign- 
ing  on  a  map  the  streets,  has  cost  the  city  $1,666  per  mile  ol 
street.  It  is  estimated  by  engineers  of  the  highest  character 
that  this  work  should  not  have  cost  more  than  $725  per  mile 
of  street 

Under  the  Act  of  1869,  which  called  for  the  surreys  and 
naps,  the  Commissioners  of  Central  Park  contracted  this 
▼ork  to  engineers,  under  very  detailed  and  Btringent  specifica- 
tions, requiring  that  the  surreys  should  be  made  and  the  maps 
of  it  drawn  and  furnished  for  the  price  of  $10  per  acre,  includ- 
ing all  expenses  of  every  nature  connected  therewith.  This 
work  was  completed  during  years  1870-71,  and  paid  for  on  the 
production  of  the  maps  of  the  work,  certified  to  by  the  Engi- 
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neer-in-Ohief  of  the  Department.  Westchester  County  paid 
two-thirds  of  the  expense  of  these  surveys  and  maps.  Since 
the  annexation,  in  1873,  $170,000  has  been  appropriated  and 
spent,  besides  $60,000  before  annexation^and  $33,000  for  maps, 
making  a  total  of  $263,000  under  the  same  specifications  for 
the  same  territory,  and  for  services  that  were  supposed  to  have 
been  completed  and  paid  for  in  1871.  This  work  has  already 
cost  considerably  mor6  than  double  the  pric6  of  fche  original  con- 
tract, and  $32,000  more  are  asked  for  the  next  year,  without 
any  intimation  as  to  what  more  will  be  required.  We  suggest, 
therefore,  that  before  any  further  appropriation  is  made  for 
this  purpose  a  thorough  inquiry  be  made  by  competent  and 
proper  authority  of  the  actual  progress,  condition  and  cost  of 
those  surveys,  and  what  remains  to  be  done,  that  your  Board 
and  the  public  can  act  intelligently  in  the  case.  No  interest 
involved  could  be  prejudiced  by  such  a  delay,  after  the  large 
amount  of  work  that  should  have  been  already  done. 

MAPS  OF  THE  TWENTY-THIBD  AND  TWENTT-FOUBTH  WABDS, 

for  the  use  of  the  Department  of  Taxes  and  Assessment,  and 
the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment.  Thirty-three 
thousand  dollars  have  been  appropriated  |Dr  these  maps  within 
the  last  three  years,  and  $32,000  more  are  asked  for  1882.  The 
Park  Commissioners  have  each  year  pressed  your  Board  for 
this  appropriation,  on  the  plea  that  these  maps  were  greatly 
needed,  and  that  they  were  delayed  on  account  of  inadequate 
appropriations.  As  the  whole  service  and  cost  of  furnishing 
the  matter  for  these  maps  are  provided  for  in  the  appropria- 
tion for  surveying,  laying  out  and  monumenting  this  district, 
all  the  appropriation  for  the  maps  must  go  t6  the  printingi 
binding  and  materials.  These  maps  have  not  as  yet  been  fur- 
nished. The  departments  for  which  they  were  required  by  the 
Legislature  to  be  made  have  been  obliged  to  depend  on  the

soireTs  and  maps  of  Westchester  Ooonty  made  before  the  ao- 
nexatioQ.  Wa  safest  that  the  same  couise  be  taken  with 
these  items  as  we  propose  in  the  matter  of  snrreying  and  laying 
oat  these  wards  :  that  the  appropriation  be  withheld,  at  least 
nntil  it  can  be  ascertained  by  proper  inquiry  what  these  maps 
are  to  cost,  and  when  they  can  be  obtained. 

ZOOLOQIOAL  DEPABTHENT. 

We  think  that  the  Zoological  Department  has  not  hitherto 
received  that  attention  and  aapport  from  the  city  and  the  pnb- 
lic  generally  to  which  its  real  merits  entitle  it.  We  believe  that 
the  time  has  eome  when  the  city  should  begin  to  lay  the 
foaodatious  for  such  a  department,  to  be  developed  as  rapidly 
as  circamstances  will  permit,  worthy  the  importance  of  the 
subject,  and  the  conspionoas  position  of  this  city  in  this  State, 
country  and  continent  During  the  past  year  several  million 
persons  have  visited  the  meagre  collection  now  gathered.  Soob 
a  demonstration  of  popular  appreoiatiou  is  unprecedented  in 
anyconntry.  The  advantages  of  a  well-appointed  and  famished 
department  of  this  kind,  as  a  public  educator  and  a  popular 
entertainment,  are  obvious  and  important.  Besides,  it  would 
contribute  something  to  the  attractions  that  draw  residents  and 
business  to  this  city.  The  most  valuable  of  the  specimens  on 
exhibition  are  loaned  or  on  board,  which  is  too  uncertain  a 
source  of  supply  to  inspire  an  increased  interest  in  the  depart- 
ment. It  is  believed  that  a  company  of  gentlemen  of  culture 
snd  wealth  can  be  organized  to  stock  and  supervise  the  exhibit 
&m  of  such  a  department  as  has  been  proposed,  if  suitable 
boildings  can  be  provided  and  maintained  by  this  city.  We 
recommend  that  tidflOO  be  appropriated  for  the  maintenance 
of  this  department,  by  which  a  small  margin  can  be  afforded 
tor  the  purchase 'of  specimens,  and  that  if  any  permanent  pro- 
vision oan  be  made  to  pioonre  animals  for  suoh  a  department 
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without  cost  to  the  city,  that  $50,000  be  placed  at  the  disposal 
of  the  department  for  the  erection  of  suitable  buildings. 

TBiNSYERSB  BOADS. 

The  transYerse  road  at  Seventy-ninth  street  requires  to  be 
immediately  curbed,  guttered  and  paved.  If  it  can  be  done  by 
contract,  and  under  an  inspector  that  is  competent  and  honest, 
it  should  be  done — not  otherwise.  This  can  be  done  with  the 
best  Belgian  pavement  in  a  thorough  manner  for  $13,500. 
Ninety-seventh  street  road,  although  unpaved,  is  in  better 
condition.  It  may  be  well  to  pave  this  street  also,  if  it  can  be 
done  on  the  same  conditions  as  those  suggested  for  Seventy- 
ninth  street.  The  transverse  roads  at  Sixth-fifth  and  Eighty- 
fifth  streets  are  paved,  and  require  only  a  few  inexpensive  re- 
pairs to  put  them  in  good  condition.  This  they  should  receive 
before  costly  repairs  become  necessary  through  neglect. 

BIVEBSIDE  PARE  AND  AVENUE. 

The  avenue  covers  the  greater  part  of  the  area  of  this  park. 
What  remains  is  a  narrow  strip  of  rocky  and  precipitous  bluff 
bordering  on  the  railroad  track,  and  out  of  sight  from  the  av- 
enue. Its  topography  makes  any  considerable  laying  out  and 
ornamentation  as  a  park  impracticable.  As  there  are  now 
more  than  one  thousand  acres  of  parks  in  that  immediate 
vicinity,  the  postponing  of  any  development  of  this  strip  will 
not  be  seriously  felt.  The  avenue  has  just  been  completed,  if 
in  fact  it  is  finished.  Ten  thousand  dollars  of  the  contract 
money  is  still  retained  by  the  city  until  the  contract  has  been 
entirely  fulfilled.  If  it  requires  the  $50,000  a  year  asked  for, 
at  this  early  stage  of  its  existence,  to  maintain  this  avenne, 
some  gross  neglect  and  wrong  has  been  practiced  on  the  cityi 
either  in  its  construction  or  superintendence,  or  both.  This 
avenue  is  a  part  of  the  system  of  city  park  walks  and  roads, 


and  is  included  in  the  estimate  of  the  apptopriatlon  we  hare 
Hnggested  for  this  item. 

MANHATTAN   BQUABE. 

Up  to  this  time  almost  nothing  has  been  done  on  this  square, 
except  filling  in.  The  amount  of  appropriations  for  this  pur- 
pose for  the  last  three  jears  has  been  $75,000.  Nearly  the 
whole  of  this  has  been  a  waste.  Every  yard  of  this  filling 
could  have  been  obtained  without  cost  to  the  city.  It  has 
been  offered  to  the  department  free  of  expense,  and  has  been 
Tsfosed.  The  department  has  been  paying,  up  to  within  a 
short  time,  sixty  cents  a  load  lor  this  filling.  Thia  square 
could  have  been  made  a  dumping-place  for  the  ashes  and 
street  sweepings  of  the  city,  which  it  has  coat  the  city  $160,000 
a  year  to  dispose  of.  By  this  means  the  filling  up  of  the  square 
would  have  been  a  profit  instead  of  an  expense  to  the  city.  The 
srea  of  this  sqnare  has  not  as  yet  been  broaght  more  than  half 
np  to  the  street  teveL  Its  topographical  plan  has  been  several 
times  changed,  and  may  not  now  be  definitely  fixed.  We  sug- 
gest that  no  further  appropriation  be  made  for  the  filling  in  of 
thia  square,  or  for  any  other  purpose  connected  with  it,  until 
;our  Board  is  informed  of  the  final  arrangement  for  the  grade 
of  its  surface,  and  the  plan  of  its  laying  out,  that  some  intel- 
ligent estimate  may  be  formed  of  what  is  to  be  the  cost  of  this 
park. 

XIBOXLLAREOTIB. 

In  r^ard  to  the  appropriation  asbed  for  Mt.  Sk  Yincent 
Bestaurant,  the  "  north  sidewalk  on  Fifty-ninth  street,"  "  skate 
building,"  for  "  filling,  etc.,  the  north-west  comer  of  Central 
Park  and  One  Hundred  and  Tenth  street,"  for  "  bettor  supply 
of  water  for  Central  Park,"  for  "  erecting  and  completing  the 
indosnre  of  wall  to  Central  Park  on  Eighth  avende,  between 
SeTenty-Beventh  and  Eighth-first  streets,"  and  "nursery  and 
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propagating  house,"  we  believe  that  they  can  be  dispensed 
with  for  the  present  without  prejudice  to  any  public  or  private 
interests.  All  of  these  matters  it  may  be  useful  and  import- 
ant to  have  attended  to,  but  they  are  not  so  pressing  and  in- 
dispensable that  they  cannot  be  postponed  until  the  city  is  in 
better  financial  condition  and  the  department  is  under  a  bet- 
ter executive  management.  We  believe  that  we  express  the 
general  sentiment  of  intelligent  and  right-minded  citizens  in 
saying  that  they  have  not  the  confidence  in  the  singleness  of 
purpose  of  the  majority  of  the  present  Park  Commissioners  to 
the  public  good  to  intrust  them  with  any  more  of  the  pnblic 
money  than  is  absolutely  needed  to  keep  the  parks  from  fall- 
ing into  greater  disorder  and  decay  than  they  now  are. 

COMPARED  WITH   1877. 

In  1877,  when  the  results  of  the  reconstruction  of  the  city 
government  of  1873  had  begun  to  take  effect,  the  appropria- 
tions for  the  Park  Department  for  the  year  1878  were  $316,000, 
with  the  understanding  that  the  interests  of  this  department 
justified,  if  it  did  not  require,  still  larger  reduction  of  appro- 
priations. This  view  was  taken  by  three  of  the  Park  Com- 
missioners, as  you  will  see  on  page  2380  of  the  printed  min- 
utes of  your  Board  for  the  year  1877,  in  a  communication 
made  by  this  council  on  the  subject  of  appropriations  to  this 
and  other  departments.  Yoi}  will  there  see  that  these  Com- 
missioners fix  the  amount  necessary  to  "  maintain  and  keep  in 
good  order "  the  parks  of  the  city  for  the  year  at  $250,000. 
The  expenses  of  the  annexed  district  was  to  be  added  to  this. 
No  change  has  been  made  in  the  condition  and  necessities  of 
this  department  since  that  time  to  call  for  any  considerable 
addition  to  the  appropriation  made  in  1877,  certainly  not  for 
the  large  sum  of  $1,235,500  asked  for  by  the  Park  Commis- 
sioners for  the  next  year.  This  is  the  more  apparent  when 
the  obvious  and  well-known  fact  is  considered  that  the  parks 
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at  that  time  were  kept  in  a  iax  higher  state  of  perfection  tha 
they  are  now. 

We  do  not  assert  or  believe  that  the  estimates  of  all  the  di 
parboents  are  as  mnch  ex^erated.oitfaat  so  great  a  vaate  < 
the  pablifl  maaej  is  practiced  in  all,  as  we  think  we  have  ahoii 
in  the  Park  Department  Bat  we  do  maintain  that  the  sani 
general  policy  and  the  same  partisan  inflneDoea  are  operatic 
over  all,  to  which  can  be  anqnestionably  traced  the  wastt 
and  inefficiency  we  have  pointed  oat.  We  would  respectful] 
inqaiie  if  some  systematic  and  thoroagb  msasares  should  n< 
be  taken  by  yonr  Board  to  ascertain  the  real  waotB  of  the  oil 
departments  for  the  cbming  year,  independent  of  the  nsnal  ei 
timates  of  the  Commissioners,  in  view  of  the  responsible  dui 
imposed  on  yon,  of  standing  between  the  taxpayers  of  tb 
city  and  the  great  army  of  depredators  on  the  public  treasar 
We  are  Fiiconraged  in  makioff  this  saggestion  by  the  large  rt 
daet;>'yos  that  yonr  Board  has  made  in  yonr  provisional  est 
mates,  of  the  estimates  of  the  Park  Department  for  this  yea 
and  tmst  that  yon  will  find  farther  redactions  practicable  an 
Dsefal.

Commissioner  Wales  called  the  attention  of  the  Board  to  a 
document  presented  by  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Conn- 
oil  of  Reform  and  presented  a  statement. 

Ordered^  That  the  statement,  as  presented,  be  printed  in 
document  form  and  a  copy  of  the  same  transmitted  to  each 
member  of  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment.

Commissioner  Wales  called  the  attention  of  the  Board  to 
the  City  Record  of  November  2, 1883,  which  contains  a  docu- 
ment presented  to  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment 
at  its  meeting  of  October  30  by  the  Executive  Committee  of 
the  Council  of  Reform,  which  purports  to  give  facts  and 
figures  in  relation  to  the  estimates  of  this  Department,  and 
expressed  the  desire  that  if  this  Board  approve,  the  Secretary 
be  directed  to  transmit  to  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  as  Chairman 
of  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment,  a  communica- 
tion in  substance  as.foUows : 

That  the  document  of  1831,  as  published  in  the  City  Record^ 
is  full  of  fake  statements  and  misrepresentations,  and  by  its 
own  date  has  no  proper  reference  to  the  estimates  now  before 
you ;  that  it  is  a  reissue  of  an  old  document  which  at  the  time 
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of  its  presentation  to  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportion- 
ment was  shown  to  be  unreliable  in  its  details  and  anwortlij 
of  public  confidence ;  that  the  statements  therein  contained 
are  so  lacking  in  faimesss  and  intelligence  that  they  convict 
their  author  either  of  the  grossest  ignorance  of  the  subjects  he 
undertakes  to  discuss,  or  of  a  wicked  perversion  of  facts  easily 
ascertainable  from  the  records  and  operations  of  the  De- 
partment The  document  in  question  is  so  full  of  statements 
at  variance  with  truth  and  fairness  that .  the  Commissioners 
cannot,  without  exceeding  reasonable  limits,  undertake  to 
notice  each  and  every  misrepresentation. 

We  beg  leave,  however,  to  present  some  extracts  from 
communications  addressed  to  this  Board.  Under  date  of  De- 
cember 26,  1882,  Mr.  Edgar  B.  Van  Winkle,  Topographical 
Engineer,  whose  high  character  and  long  connection  with  the 
Department  entitles  him  to  the  confidence  of  all  just  men, 
took  notice  of  the  attack  made  upon  his  work  by  this  so-caFed 
''  Council  of  Reform,"  and  comments  upon  it  as  follows : 

**  A  document  has  again  been  presented  to  the  Board  of 
Estimate  and  Apportionment,  by  an  agent  of  the  Council  of 
Beform,  among  other  other  things,  reflecting  seriously  on  the 
conduct  of  the  work  with  which  I  am  specially  charged. 

"  If  this  document  was  simply  considered  by  the  Board  of 
Estimate  and  Apportionment — who  are  familiar  with  the  char- 
acter of  this  and  similar  attacks — it  would  seem  a  waste  of  time 
to  reply  to  it,  but  when  it  appears  masquerading  in  the  public 
press  as  a  carefully  prepared  instrument  of  reform,  the  case 

becomes  different  and  constrains  me  to  make  a  brief  counter- 
statement. 

"  Most  of  the  allegations  made  under  the  heading  of  '  Sur- 
veying, Monumenting,  Laying-out  and  Mapping  Twenty-third 
and  Twenty-fourth  Wards,'  are  not  only  stupid  and  absurd, 
but  positively  false.    Similar  statements  published  in  regard 
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to  private  corporations  or  individuals,  would  subject  the  com- 
pounder  of  them  to  prosecution  for  libel. 

''  The  most  charitable  assumption  that  can  be  made  is  that 
the  ignorance  aud  animus  of  the  writer  has  rendered  him  only 
too  ready  to  be  misled  by  interested  parties. 

**  The  first  statement  is  that  '  $23,000  are  again  asked  for 
the  same  work  that  was  contracted  out  by  the  Park  Commis- 
sioners, under  the  same  specifications  that  the  Department 
is  now  working  under,  and  paid  for  ten  years  ago  on  the  pro- 
duction of  the  maps  of  the  work,  which  are  now  in  use  in  the 
office  of  the  Comptroller,  and  are  oq  file  in  the  office  of  the 
Park  Department,  and  have  been  since  that  time.' 

''  This  eminently  lucid  and  truthful  statement  needs  one 
mere  trifling  correction,  to  wit : 

'^  Not  one  cent  is  asked  for  the  same  work  that  was  con- 
tracted out  and  paid  for  ten  years  ago." 

The  second  sentence  says  as  follows  : 

" '  Since  the  annexation  of  this  district,  and  after  the  con- 
struction works  of  the  parks  had  ceased,  the  force  of  engineers 
engaged  on  construction  have  been  transferred  and  continued 
on  this  work  of  surveying  and  mapping  out  this  district.' 

"  Another  slight  correction  is  again  required.  One  only  of 
my  force  now,  merely  an  assistant,  with  salary  of  about  $3.33 
per  diem,  was  engaged  on  the  original  construction  work  of 
the  park.  It  is  also  true  that  this  assistant  worked  outside  of 
the  Department  for  a  number  of  years  after  being  engaged  on 
the  construction  of  the  park,  and  that  he  is  not,  nor  ever  has, 
to  my  knowledge,  been  engaged  upon  the  work  of  surveying, 
laying-out  and  monumenting  the  Twenty-third  and  Twenty- 
fourth  Wards. 

"  The  third  statement  is  that  '  with  every  new  succession  of 
Park  Commissioners  the  Chief   Engineer  has  usually  beei^ 
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changed,  who  on  the  plea  of  improving  on  the  work  of  his 
predecessor  has  repeated  these  surveys.' 

''  This,  again,  is  unqualifiedly  false,  as  far  as  my  record  is 
concerned,  and  I  sincerely  believe  it  to  be  equally  so  of  that  of 
my  predecessors. 

**  The  statement  is  made  that  '  in  this  manner  $329,000  have 
been  spent  on  this  work  since  the  annexation.' 

''  The  books  of  the  Department  show,  that,  everything  in- 
cluded, the  amount  expended  for  surveying,  laying-out  and 
monumenting,  and^the  making  of  maps  for  the  Commissioners 
of  Taxes  and  Assessments,  from  the  middle  of  1874  (when  the 
operations  under  Chapter  604  of  the  Laws  of  1874  commenced) 
to  and  including  the  year  1881,  was  $160,726.13. 

"  Further  on  it  is  stated  that  no  map  of  these  surveys  for 
the  use  of  the  city  officers  has  yet  been  produced,  while  in  the 
first  sentence  quoted  above  it  speaks  of  maps  of  the  work 
made  ten  years  ago,  now  in  use  in  the  office  of  the  Comp- 
troller. 

"  I  beg  leave  to  remind  you  that  for  the  14,573  acres,  with 
the  laying  out  and  monumenting  of  which  the  Department  of 
Public  Parks  is  charged,  plans  for  the  laying  out  of  over 
13,000  acres  are  on  file  in  two  of  the  city  offices. 

"  These  plans  have  been  accurately  marked  on  the  ground 
by  means  of  permanent  monuments  for  an  area  of  at  least 
6,000  acres. 

"  Plans  for  the  sewerage  system  of  1,848  acres  have  been 
filed  in  five  different  city  offices. 

"  The  statement  is  then  made  that  *  we  are  assured  by  en- 
gineers of  the  highest  character  that  $125,000  would  have 
been  an  ample  allowance  for  this  work  under  the  specifications 
in  lorce.' 

''If  this  means  anything,  it  is  that  $125,000  would  have 
been  an  ample  amount  to  accomplish  th^  work  of  making  ex- 
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act,  accurate  and  detailed  surveys,  and  topographical  sarreys 
and  maps  ;  the  maturing  plans  for  a  complete  laying  oat  of  a 
system  of  streets,  and  the  physical  determination  of  those 
streets  on  the  ground  by  meaus  of  monuments ;  the  carefully 
considered  establishment  of  grades  for  the  same  streets ;  the 
complete  preparation  of  a  system  of  sewerage  in  harmony  with 
the  plan  and  grades  of  these  streets,  and  the  preparation  of  a 
complete  set  of  maps  showing  the  exact  dimensions,  areas 
and  relative  locations  of  all  subdivisions  of  private  property ; 
the  exact  determination  of  miles  of  pier  and  bulkhead  lines ; 
the  careful  determination  of  the  location  of  bridges  and  tun- 
nels over  the  Harlem  and  Bronx  rivers  ;  the  making  of  thor- 
ough searches  and  investigations,  with  reports  on  thousands 
of  questions  in  connection  with  the  real  estate  and  its  improve- 
ment for  over  14,000  acres  of  city  property. 

"  The  engineers  of  the  highest  character  who  made  any  such 
assertion  that  all  this  could  be  properly  accomplished  for 
$125,000,  were  certainly  not  engineers  of  the  highest  intelli- 
gence." 

"  As  to  an  '  honest  investigation '  of  the  work  referred  to,  I 
can  simply  say  that  I  should  be  sincerely  pleased  should  such 
an  investigation  by  disinterested  experts  of  the  conduct  of  the 
work  under  my  charge  be  made,  and  every  assistance  in  my 
power  should  be  rendered  them." 

It  is  absolutely  false  to  say,  as  the  memorialists  do, ''  that 
in  the  year  1877,  upon  an  appropriation  of  $140,000  the  parks 
were  maintained  in  a  high  degree  of  excellence."  On  the  con^ 
trary,  it  is  well  known  to  all  who  were  familiar  with  the  facts, 
that  at  that  time,  and  subsequently,  the  parks  were  in  a  state 
of  wretched  neglect. 

It  is  but  just,  however,  to  the  then  Commissioners  to  say 
that  they  made  repeated  statements  to  the  Board  of  Estimate 
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and  Apportionment  that  the  Department  had  not  lands  suffi- 
cient to  properly  maintain  the  parts. 

This  unfortunate  state  of  things  continued  to  the  end  of  the 
year  1880 — as  will  be  seen  by  a  report  to  the  Board  on  the 
condition  of  the  parks,  made  by  Commissioner  Wales  in  Feb- 
ruary, 1881 — after  reviewiug  at  considerable  length  the  vari- 
ous subdivisions  of  departmental  works,  the  report  closes  as 
follows : 

''  Our  maintenance  appropriation  for  this  year  is  not  suffi- 
cient to  enable  us  to  put  the  Central  Park  in  a  condition  to 
meet  the  demands  of  an  exacting  public  opinion. 

"  The  neglect  of  past  years  cannot  be  remedied  in  a  single 
season,  but  we  are  bound  to  do  the  bent  we  can  with  the  means 
placed  at  our  disposal. 

''  I  am  aware  that  this  is  a  very  thankless  business,  but  the 
public  will  understand  that  these  great  and  valuable  pleasure 
grounds  cannot  be  completed  and  properly  maintained  without 
large  expenditures  of  money. 

"  Reviewing  the  situation  of  the  Departmept,  without  pre- 
judice, I  am  of  the  opinion  that  it  is  more  thoroughly  out  of 
order,  and  requires  more  vigorous  attention,  than  any  other 
Department  of  the  city  government 

"Such  briefly  and  in  mere  outline  is  the  uncomfortable 
legacy  to  which  we  have  succeeded.  The  duties  imposed 
upon  us  will  tax  to  the  utmost  our  time  and  attention,  and 
that  the  public  may  not  in  justice  hold  us  responsible  for  a 
4)ondition  of  things  which  some  of  us,  at  least,  have  had  no 
share  in  creating,  I  desire  that  this  statement  be  entered  upon 
the  minutes  of  the  Board." 

To  all  fair  minded  citizens  it  is  a  manifest  injustice  to  com- 
pare the  maintenance  of  Central  Park  with  the  pasturage  of 
St.  Louis  and  other  cities,  or  with  well-kept  cemeteries,  which, 
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In  addition  to  corporate  care,  receive  an  enormous  amount  of 
attention  and  expense  from  the  loving  kindness  of  those  who 
care  for  and  cherish  these  resting  places  of  the  dead. 

In  considering  the  cost  of  maintenance,  it  must  be  borne  in 
mind  that  the  Central  Park  is  the  most  elaborate  and  costly 
piece  of  landscape  engineering  of  its  size  in  the  world.  It  is 
subject  to  an  enormous  wear  and  tear,  which  in  a  short  time 
would  destroy  any  private  pleasure-ground  or  cenfetery.  As 
bearing  on  the  subject  of  maintenance,  we  present  the  follow- 
ing extract  from  a  letter  addressed  to  this  Board  by  the  Super- 
intendent of  Parks,  in  December,  1882.     He  says.: 

"  As  no  comparison  is  practical  between  the  matters  con- 
trasted in  the  memorial  in  question,  I  have  asked  the  accom- 
plished bookkeeper  of  the  Department  to  make  up  the  cost  of 
maintaining  the  turfed  surfaces  in  Central  Park,  the  one  com- 
mon feature  of  farms,  of  parks,  and  of  cemeteries,  and  find 
that  it  amounts  to  a  little  over  $20,000,  or  a  little  less  than  an 
average  of  $3  per  acre  on  the  amount  of  cultivated  surface 
allowed  by  the  memorialists." 

*'  It  is  singular  ,that  the  memorialists  have  unhappily  left 
oat  of  the  calculation  the  cost  and  labor  expended  upon  the 
great  improvements   which  have   been    made  in   the  parks, 
especially  in  Central  Park,  since  the  autumn  of  1881.    They 
assume  that  in  the  metro;)oli8  of  the  United  States,  the  citi- 
zens who  drive,  ride  ami  walk,  are  willing  that  their  parks 
should  be  in  the  condition  of  Prospect  Park  iu  Brooklyn,  of 
Fairoiount  Common  in  Philadelphia,  and  of  others  named  as 
standards  of    excellence.     The  protests   of  the   whole  com- 
uiuuity  against  the  state  of  things  of  the  past,  shows  a  better 
appreciation  of  the  efforts  of  the  designers  of  the  parks  and  of 
the  present  management.     Perhaps  the  progress  made  in  the 
last  year  has  been  so  quiet  and  so  gradual  as  not  to  be  notice- 
able by  the  Council ;  but  the  change,  nevertheless,  has  been 
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grAal.  The  gardeners  and  their  attendants  have  cleared  awaj 
over  four  thousand  cart-loads  of  dead-wood,  rubbish  and  prim- 
ings. The  same  work  continues  in  the  same  manner  as  it  was 
commenced  ;  over  three  thousand  five  hundred  loads  of  com- 
post and  manure  have  been  hauled  upon  the  meadows  and 
lawns  ;  above  two  hundred  acres  of  meadows  and  lawns  were 
seeded  last  spring,  and  over  one  hundred  and  fifty  tons  of 
prime  hay  harvested  in  the  summer  ;  more  than  twelye  thou- 
sand plants  have  been  planted  in  the  circles  and  flower  beds, 
and  new  gravel  has  been  laid  on  five  miles  of  the  drives ;  one 
hundred  and  forty-eight  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty-two 
square  feet  of  new  walk  have  been  laid,  and  fifty-six  thousand 
square  feet  resurfaced. 

"  In  the  mechanical  department,  besides  the  renovating  of 
rolling  stock  and  the  making  of  new  implements,  the  rotten 
floors  of  bridges  have  been  relaid  for  the  safety  of  pedestrians, 
iron  bridges  which  had  not  been  painted  before  for  thirteen 
years,  and  the  ornamental  iron  of  which  was  almost  eaten 
away  with  rust,  have  been  cleaned  and  painted,  as  have 
also  the  railings  of  the  small  parks  of  the  city.  The  urinals 
have  been  cleaned  and  painted  with  two  coats ;  the  boat- 
houses  and  all  the  park  cottages  have  been  repaired  and 
painted ;  all  the  park  seats  and  stationary  benches  and  the 
music  stand  in  the  Mall  have  been  repaired  and  painted ;  the 
fence  around  Mount  Morris  Park  has  been  painted  and  re- 
s(;ored ;  drains  have  been  relaid  and  basins  have  been  built. 
This  work,  which  had  been  neglected  for  years,  has  been  done 
in  addition  to  the  regular  work  of  maintenance,  and  done,  too, 
with  seventy-five  less  men  than  were  employed  before." 

It  is  not  claimed  that  the  administration  of  the  affairs  of 
this  Department  is  by  any  means  perfect.  The  Commissioners 
have  set  up  for  themselves  no  superlative  standard  of  official 
righteousness — their  meetings  are  open  to  the  public ;  their 
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acts  are  public  acts ;  they  have  nothing  which  they  wish  to 
conceal  from  public  scrutiny.  Moreover,  they  claim  no  im- 
munity from  just  and  wholesome  criticism,  and  would  welcome 
any  honest  and  sincere  endeavor  of  any  citizen,  or  body  of 
citizens,  to  correct  abuses,  or  to  introduce  any  and  all  reforms 
in  the  administration  of  the  trusts  imposed  upon  them.  Now, 
so  far  aa  the  present  Commissioners  are  aware,  neither  the 
agent  of  the  Council  of  Reform,  nor  any  member  of  its  execu- 
tive committee,  has  applied  to  the  Department  for  any  infor- 
mation about  its  affairs.  It  must  bo  conceded  by  all  just  men 
that  reforms  in  municipal  government  cannot  succeed  by  such 
methods  as  have  been  adopted  by  this  so-called  Council  of 
Reform ;  in  fact,  the  Council  admits  in  the  opening  paragraph 
of  their  document  "  that  it  has  had  its  attention  turned  for 
several  years  *  *  *  to  the  misleading  sources  of  in- 
formation," which  is,  no  doubt,  true,  otherwise  it  would  be 
difficult  to  account  for  their  conduct  in  this  respect.  It  is 
charitable  to  suppose  that  the  Council  has  been  too  much  mis- 
led.

Hon.  John  Beilly,  President  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen : 

Sir, — Since  the  preparation  of  the  Provisional  Estimate  my 
attention  has  been  called  to  a  matter  of  considerable  import- 
ance. 

By  Chapter  550  of  the  Laws  of  1880  there  was  created  an 
AssessmentOommission,  who  were  authorized  to  take  evidence 
as  to  certain  assessments  for  local  improvements,  and  to  deter- 
mine, from  such  testimony,  the  amount  properly  chai^eable  to 
the  various  property  owners  included  in  such  assessments. 
This  Commission  has,  since  its  creation,  examined  into  very 
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many  assessments,  and  a  large  number  of  lists  are  still  before 
it  for  consideration. 

The  property  owners,  who  appear  before  the  Commission,  are 
represented  by  counsel,  and  invariably  employ  expert  wit- 
nesses, civil  and  mechanical  engineers  and  surveyors  of  repu- 
tation und  experience,  who  come  into  court  with  carefully  pre- 
pared calculations  and  measurements  and  elaborate  maps  and 
plans,  with  which  to  fortify  their  claims.  The  city  cannot  suc- 
cessfully meet  claims  thus  supported,  without  the  aid  of  the 
same  class  of  testimony,  and  there  has  been  no  provision  made 
for  the  payment  of  experts  in  these  cases.  The  appropriation 
for  the  contingencies  of  the  Law  Department  is  not,  prob«iblj, 
available  in  law  for  such  a  purpose,  and  its  amount  has  been 
fixed  upon  without  any  reference  to  the  demands  of  the  cases 
before  the  Assessment  Commission. 

I  am  informed  by  the  counsel  representing  the  city  in  these 
cases,  and  my  own  experience  confirms  his  opinion,  that  an  ap- 
propriation sufficient  to  procure,  at  least  in  the  more  important 
cases,  testimony  of  the  kind  required,  would  effect  a  saving  to 
the  city  of  ten  times  the  amount  thus  expended. 

I  would  respectfully  request  that  your  honorable  body  re- 
commend the  following  appropriation  as  a  rectification  of  the 
Provisional  Estimate  for  1884  : 

"  To  secure  the  procurement  and  presentation  of  testimoDj 
in  behalf  of  the  city  before  the  Commission  organized  under 
Chapter  550,  of  the  Laws  of  1880,  to  be  paid  upon  the  certifi- 
cate of  the  counsel  representing  the  city  and  of  a  majority  of 
the  acting  Commiasioners,  $10^000."

Hon.  John  Beilly,  President  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen : 

Sir, — I  have  received^ithe  enclosed  application  for  an  increase 
of  the  salary  of  the  Clerk  to  the  Attorney  for  the  Collection 
of  Arrears  of  Personal  Taxes,  which  I  forward  to  your  Honor- 
able Board,  in  order  that  should  it  meet  with  your  approval, 
the  increased  appropriation  may  be  included  as  a  rectification 
of  the  Provisional  Estimate.

Hon.  Geo.  P.  Andrews,  Counsel  to  the  Corporation : 

Sir, — ^As  the  estimates  for  the  year  1884  will  soon  be  acted 
upon  by  the  Board  of  Estimate,  etc.,  I  respectfully  ask  that 
the  appropriation  for  this  Bureau  be  amended  as  to  the  salary 
of  the  clerk. 

My  duties  consist  principally  in  the  preparation  of  more 
than  twelve  hundred  petitions,  verification  of  same  ;  with  or- 
ders to  show  cause,  and  copies  for  service ;  taking  examina- 
tions on  these  proceedings,  collecting  taxes,  eta,  making  re- 
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turns  and  keeping  registers,  etc.,  and  I  submit  that  a  fair  and 
reasonable  salary  for  these  services  would  be  $1,600  per  an- 
num.

Hon.  John  Beilly,  President  of  (he  Board  of  Aldermen: 

Sir, — Since  the  preparation  of  the  Provisional  Estimate,  my 
attention  has  been  called  to  a  necessary  work  of  considerable 
importance,  and  the  expense  of  which  has  not  yet  been  pro- 
vided for  in  the  Budget. 

As  you  are  aware,  the  Legislature  of  1879  provided  for  the 
compilation  of  the  local  laws  affecting  public  interests  in  the 
City  of  New  York.  Mr.  George  Bliss,  with  my  predecessor, 
Mr.  William  C.  Whitney,  and  Mr.  Peter  B.  Olney,  were  ap- 
pointed Commissioners  to  prepare  that  compilation.  It  was 
prepared  and  presented  in  1880,  and  by  chapter  694  of  the 
laws  of  that  year,  the  same  persons  were' constituted  Commis- 
sioners to  revise  all  the  special  and  local  laws  affecting  public 
interests  in  the  City  of  New  YorL 

The  outcome  of  the  labors  of  these  Commissioners  is  chapter 
410  of  the  Laws  of  1882,  now  known  as  the  Consolidation  Act. 
That  act,  however,  contains  no  provision  expressly  repealing 
the  laws  and  parts  of  laws  believed  to  be  superseded  by  it. 
The  result  is  that  while  the  coosolidation  Act  is  conclasiTe 
as  to  what  is  expressly  inserted  in  it,  and,  while  it  is 
probable  that  where  it  covers  an  entire  subject,  earlier  laws  re- 
lating to  the  same  subject  are,  perhaps,  to  be  considered  as 
repealed,  there  is,  and  always  will  be,  until  some  further  action 
is  taken,  great  uncertainty  as  to  the  extent  of  this  implied  re- 
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peaL  The  Commissioners  called  attention  to  tbis  in  the 
preface  to  their  completed  work,  and  stated  that  it  was  in- 
tended, after  a  time,  to  advise  the  passage  of  a  law  expressly 
repealing  all  prior  provisions  on  subjects  embraced  in  the  Con- 
solidation Act. 

The  time  has  now  come  when  action  of  this  kind  should  be 
taken.  In  that  way  only  may  the  provisions  of  law  affecting 
local  interests  in  this  city  be  accurately  and  specifically  deter- 
mined, and,  until  the  proper  repealing  act  is  prepared  and 
passed,  the  city  will  be  exposed  to  the  hazard  of  litigation  re- 
sulting from  diverse  interpretations  as  to  the  extent  to  which 
the  Consolidation  Act  has  operated  as  a  repeal  of  existing 
laws. 

The  work  of  preparing  such  an  act  is  one  of  considerable 
difficulty,  and  requires  the  services  of  a  person  thoroughly 
familiar  with  the  subject.  Mr.  George  Bliss  has  very  kindly 
offered  to  thus  complete  the  work  on  which  he  has  been  en- 
gaged for  the  past  four  years  without  making  any  charge  for 
his  own  valuable  services.  A  large  amoant  of  clerical  work 
and  considerable  printing  will  be  needed,  however,  in  order  to 
properly  prepare  the  act  for  presentation  to  the  Legislature  ; 
and  I  therefore  request  that  your  Honorable  Body  will  ap- 
prove, as  a  rectification  of  the  Provisional  Estimate  for  the 
year  of  1884,  of  an  appropriation  : 

"To  the  Counsel  to  the  Corporation,  to  enable  him  to  cause 
to  be  prepared  an  act  repealing  the  laws  superseded  by  the 
City  Consolidation  Act,  $1,000." 

*   The  importance  of  completing  the  City  Code  of  Laws  by  the 
passage  of  such  an  act  is  too  apparent  to  need  argument.

Hon.  John  Beillt,  President  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  : 

Sir, — In  very  many  of  the  cases  which  have  been  tried  be- 
fore the  Assessment  Commission,  appointed  by  Chapter  550  of 
the  Laws  of  1880,  it  has  been  made  to  appear  that  work  re- 
turned by  the  surveyors  as  done,  and  which  was  charged   for 
in  the  assessment  list,  still  remains  to  be  done.    Where  the 
amount  of  such  uncompleted  work  is  coDsiderable — say,  15 
per  cent,  of  the  cost  of  the  entire  work — the  Commissioners 
are  strongly  inclined  to  redace  the  assessments,  and  have  done 
so  in  many  instances.     The  result  of  any  such  reduction  is  to 
cause  the  loss  to  the  city  of  all  the  interest  which  may  have 
accrued  to  the  date  of  the  reduction ;  such  is  the  express  pro- 
vision of  the  Act  of  1880.     I  am  informed  that  in  a  case  now 
on  trial,  the  Commissioners  have  expressed  it  as  their  opinion 
that  if  the  error  has  been  corrected  by  the  city,  and  the  work 
left  undone  by  the  contractor  has  since  been  done  at  the  ex- 
pense of  the  city,  without  assessment  upon  the  property,  they 
would  consider  that  the  property  owners  were  not  injured,  and 
that  no  ground  for  the  reduction  of  the  assessment  was  shown. 
In  such  cases,  of  course,  there  will  be  no  loss  of  interest 

In  view  of  these  facts  it  would  seem  to  be  desirable  to  pro- 
,vide  in  the  estimate  for  1884  a  fund  or  sum  of  money  to  be 
expended  for  the  sole  purpose  of  completing  the  work  covered 
by  the  lists  now  before  the  Assessment  Commission,  aod  which 
work  has  been  falsely  returned  as  finished. 

As  to  the  exact  amount  required  for  such  a  purpose,  I  am 
not  personally  informed,  but  the  counsel  representing  the  city 
before  the  Commission,  who  is  thoroughly  conversant  with  the 
facts,  informs  me  that  an  appropriation  of  seventy-five  thou- 
sand dollars  would  probably  cover  the  entire  expense  of  such 
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work,  and,  bj  preventing  a  reduction  of  the  assessments  for  the 
improyements  it  maj  be  applied  to,  would  effeot  a  saving  to 
the  cit  J  of  about  five  hundred  thousand  dollars. 

My  attention  was  not  called  to  this  subject  until  after  the 
preparation  of  the  Provisional  Estimates,  and  I  therefore 
bring  the  matter  before  your  Honorable  Board  in  order  that, 
if  it  meets  with  its  approval,  the  necessary  appropriation  may 
be  inserted  as  a  rectification  in  the  Provisional  Estimate  for 
1884,  before  its  return  to  the  Board  of  Apportionment

Sir, — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  communication  under  date  of 
November  21,  1883,  requesting  my  opinion  as  to  the  legal 
power  of  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  to  trans- 
fer unexpended  balances  of  appropriations  made  to  the 
various  departments  of  the  city  government  in  former  years 
to  the  same  departments  for  their  use  during  the  current  year, 
when  it  is  duly  certified  to  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Appor- 
tionment, first,  that  such  transfer  is  necessary  in  order 
properly  to  carry  on  the  business  of  such  departments  during 
the  current  year,  and,  secondly,  that  the  sum  thus  transferred 
is  not  required  for  the  objects  and  uses  for  which  it  was 
originally  appropriated. 
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In  the  Charter  (Chapter  335)  of  1873,  Section  112,  it  was 
provided  that  the  Board  of  Apportionment  might ''  from  time 
to  time,  on  the  application  of  the  head  of  anj  Department, 
authorize  the  transfer  from  one  bureau  or  purpose  to  another 
in  the  same  deparment  of  anj  sum  theretofore  appropriated 
for  the  purpose  of  such  department  or  bureau." 

By  Chapter  757  of  the  Laws  of  the  same  year,  Section  20, 
there  was  added  to  Section  112  of  the  Charter,  the  words: 
'*  Any  balances  of  appropriations  remaining  unexpended,  after 
allowing  sufficient  to  satisfy  all  claims  payable  therefrom,  maj 
at  any  time  after  the  expiration  of  the  year  for  which  they  were 
made,  be  transferred  by  the  Comptroller,  with  the  approval  of 
the  said  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment,  to  the  general 
fund  of  the  city,  and  applied  to  the  reduction  of  taxation." 

There  is  nothing  in  the  language  of  Section  112,  above 
quoted,  which  would  necessarily  confine  the.  transfers  therein 
referred  to  to  the  limits  of  single  years;  although  they  are  re- 
stricted to  purposes  embraced  within  the  functions  of  single 
departments.  Presumably  to  avoid  this  latter  restriction, 
there  was  included  in  Chapter  308  of  the  Laws  of  1874 : 

"  Section  2.  The  said  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportion- 
ment shall  have  the  power  at  any  time  to  transfer  any  appro- 
priation for  any  year  which  may  be  found,  by  the  head  of  the 
department  for  which  such  appropriation  shall  have  been 
made,  to  be  in  excess  of  the  amount  required  or  deemed  to  be 
necessary  for  the  purposes  or  objects  thereof,  to  such  other 
purposes  or  objects  for  which  the  appropriations  are  insuCE- 
cient,  or  such  as  may  require  the  same  ;  and  if  it  is  found  at 
the  time  when  the  estimate  is  made  of  the  expenses  of  con- 
ducting  the  public  business  of  the  City  of  New  York  for  the 
next  succeeding  fiscal  year,  that  there  will  be  a  surplus  or 
balance  remaining  unexpended  of  any  appropriation  then 
existing  at  the  end  of  the  current  fiscal  year,  such  surplus 
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may  be    applied  to  like  purposes   in  the    next  saoceeding 
year." 

The  provisions  ofthese  earlier  laws,  above  quoted,  are  all  em- 
braced in  the  Oonsolidation  act,  and  may  be  found  in  sections 
204  and  207,  with  the  addition  in  the  last  section  of  the 
words  "  after  allowing  sufficient  to  satisfy  all  claims  payable 
herefrom  "  as  a  qualification  of  the  last  grant  of  power. 

In  my  opinion,  they  confer  upon  the  Board  of  Estimate 
and  Apportionment  the  power  to  make  such  transfers  as  are 
referred  to  in  your  communication,  except  that  unexpended 
balances  of  appropriations  made  in  former  years  may  not 
be  transferred  for  use  during  the  current  year  when  they  have 
been  already  disposed  of  by  transfer  to  the  general  fund  in 
the  manner  indicated  in  section  207.

Thus,  in  this  item  alone,  increased  cost  and  census  brought 
about  an  unexpected  increase  of  $23,000,  and  expected  and 
miexpected  of  $74,474.19.  Fish  cost  $10,000  more  and  milk 
$10,000  more  than  last  year.  Thus  nearly  $100,000  has  been 
added  to  the  expenditures  for  1882,  simply  by  the  increased 
market  value  of  the  necessaries  of  life. 

The  census  shows  an  average  increase  of  about  700  inmates 

of  the  various  institutions  over  that  of  1882,  varying  with  the 

seasons  of  the  year,  and  often  subject  to  rapid  additions  when 

the  Police  Justices  commit  an   unusually  large  number  of 

vagrants.

as  the  business  demands,  and  as  would  secure  the  confidence 
of  the  public,  can  be  obtained  only  through  the  use  of  experts, 
who  have  never  had  any  oflScial  connection  with  the  adminis- 
tration of  the  Oity.

Dear  Sir,  -Referring  to  a  communication  addressed  to  the 
Honorable  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  on  the  6th 
instant,  requesting  a  transfer  of  $15,000,  I  desire  to  say,  in 
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farther  explanation  thereof,  that,  upon  making  a  very  thorough 
examination  of  the  expenses  of  the  Department  of  Street  Clean- 
ing for  eleven  months  of  the  present  year,  and  oompariDg  the 
same  with  the  expenses  for  the  corresponding  eleven  months 
of  last  year,  it  was  ascertained  that  to  do  the  work  of  the  De- 
partment for  the  balance  of  the  present  year  as  effectaally  as, 
in  my  opinion,  the  law  contemplates  and  necessity  demands 
that  it  should  bo  done,  will  require  a  certain  expenditure  of  at 
least  seven  thousand  ($7,000)  dollars  in  excess  of  the  amount 
appropriated  for  the  purposes  of  this  Department  for  the  year 
1883,  as  may  be  seen  by  reference  to  a  statement  herewith 
enclosed,  in  which,  however,  I  beg  to  state  that  no  allowance 
has  been  made  for  the  uncertain  amount  that  would  be  re- 
quired for  the  removal  of  snow  and  ice  from  the  principal 
thoroughfares  of  the  city  in  case  the  severity  of  the  weather  at 
any  time  during  the  present  month  should  make  such  extra 
work  necessary.  I  respectfully  submit  that  eight  thousand 
($8,000)  dollars  is  a  small  allowance  for  the  exigencies  of  sudi 
an  emergency. 

The  rapidly  increasing  population  of  the  city — the  new 
buildings  that  are  being  erected  (amounting  to  more  than 
twenty-five  hundred  (2,500)  structures  per  year),  from  which 
the  ashes  and  garbage  must  be  removed  daily,  and  the  in- 
creased mileage  of  pavement  to  be  swept,  averaging  eight  (8) 
miles  per  year,  combine  to  augment  the  labors  of  this  Depart- 
ment from  year  to  year ;  and  to  meet  this  necessary  demand 
upon  us  the  sum  appropiated  for  each  yearns  work  should  be 
an  excess  above  the  sum  appropriated  for  the  preceding  year 
proportionate  to  such  increase. 

In  last  year's  estimate  such  an  allowance  fvras  made,  but  the 
Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  did  not  think  proffer  to 
appropriate  for  the  purposes  of  this  Department  the  entire 
amount  of  that  estimate,  and  in  consequence,  though  the  ex- 
penses of  the  Department  have  been  curtailed  in  every  instance 
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where  it  conld  be  done,  the  expenditures  for  the  present  year 
will  probably  exceed  the  appropriation  by  about  fifteen  thou- 
sand ($16,000)  dollars.

Hon.  S.  Hastikos  Gbant,  Comptroller  of  the  City  of  Ifew  York: 

Sir, — ^I  have,  received  your  letter  of  the  24th  ultimo,  traos^ 
mitting  a  printed  copy  of  a  communication  from  Qeorge  W. 
Morton,  addressed  to  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportion* 
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meiit^  reqneBting  that  Board  to  set  aside  from  the  Excise 
Ftmd  an  amooot  suflScient  to  pay  $4,148.38,  for  moneys  ex* 
ponded  and  paid  by  him  for  legal  services  and  necessary  ex- 
ponditores  in  the  litigation  consequent  upon  the  attempted 
removal  of  Commissioner  Morton  by  Governor  Robinson, 
npon  charges  of  misconduct,  or  omissions  of  duty,  in  office. 
The  facts  under  which  the  claim  has  arisen  are  as  follows: 

1.  In  January,  1878,  George  W.  Morton  was  a  Commissioner 
of  Excise  io  the  City  of  New  York. 

8.  On  the  28th  day  January,  1878,  Mr.  Morton  was  sum- 
moned to  answer  before  the  Governor,  charges  of  negligence 
in  office  founded  upon  the  fact  that  the  moneys  deposited  with 
the  Board  of  Excise  had  been  embezzled  by  Owen  Murphy,  a 
member  of  the  Commission  and  Treasurer  of  the  Board,  who 
had  absconded. 

3.  Pursuant  to  the  notice,  Mr.  Morton  appeared  before  the 
Qovemor  and  filed  an  answer  denying  the  charge  of  neglect  of 
doty  made  against  him. 

4.  Subsequently,  on  the  31st  day  of  January,  1878,  without 
farther  hearing,  and  without  proof  having  been  made  in  re- 
lation to  the  charges,  the  Governor  issued  an  order  removing 
Mr.  Morton  from  his  office. 

6.  Mr.  Morton  contested  the  validity  of  the  removal,  claim- 
ing that  the  Governor  had  not  pursued  the  method  prescribed 
by  the  statute,  in  that  no  inquiry  had  been  made  into  the  truth 
of  the  charges  which  he  had  denied.  No  person  having  been 
appointed  in  Mr.  Morton*s  place,  he  remained  in  possession  of 
his  office ;  proceedings  of  quo  warranto,  to  contest  the  validity 
of  the  removal,  were  therefore  impossible,  and  Mr.  Morton's 
contention  could  be  asserted  only  by  a  suit  for  his  salary,  in 
which  his  title  to  his  office  would  be  put  in  issue. 

6.  An  action  was  therefore  brought  in  the  Superior  Court 
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by  Mr.  Morton  for  his  salarj  acoming  Bubsequently  to  the 
order  of  the  Governor ;  that  action  was  defended  by  the  city 

upon  the  ground  that  Mr.  Morton  had  been  removed  from 

office. 

7.  In  the  action,  judgment  was  finally  had  in  favor  of  Mr. 
Morton  and  adjudging  the  proceedings  by  the  Governor  to  be 
void., 

The  expense  of  the  litigation  in  question  was,  therefore,  in- 
curred by  Mr.  Morton  in  vindicating  his  title  to  the  office  of 
Excise  Commissioner  and  his  right  to  exercise  the  powers 
thereof. 

In  1879,  when  Messrs.  Morrisson  and  Merkle,  Excise  Commis- 
sioners, were  indicted  upon  the  charge  of  misconduct  in  their 
official  capacity,  the  expense  incurred  by  them  in  defending 
themselves  against  such  charge  and  vindicating  the  propriety 
of  their  official  action  was  deemed  by  Mr.  Whitney,  then 
Counsel  to  the  Corporation,  a  part  of  the  necessary  expenses 
of  the  Board  of  Excise. 

In  an  opinion  transmitted  to  the  Board  of  Estimate  and 
Apportionment  on  December  19, 1879,  he  said : 

**  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  Messrs.  Morrisson  and  Merkle 
**  haviog  been  iodicted  for  an  act  done  in  their  official  capaci- 
"  ties,  had  the  right  to  employ  counsel  to  defend  them, 
•*  and  that  the  reasonable  compensation  of  such  counsel,  and 
"  the  necessary  disbursements  made  by  the  Commissioners  in 
*•  conducting  their  defense,  are  to  be  regarded  as  necessary 
"  expenses  of  the  Board  of  Excise,  within  the  meaning  of  said 
"  statute." 

It  seems  to  me  that  Mr.  Whitnej's  opinion  covers  the  case 
ptesented  by  Mr.  Morton,  and  will  justify  the  Board  of  Esti- 
mate and  Apportionment,  in  its  discretion,  in  setting  aside 
and  appropriating  from  the  Excise  Fund  the  moneys  required 
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for  the  payment  of  the  claim  presented,  or  so  much  as  may  be 
allowed  by  the  said  Board,  as  a  part  of  the  expenses  of  the 
Board  of  Excise.

Sir, — ^In  my  letter  to  you  of  the  24tfa  nit,  I  stated  that  after 
consultation  with  the  Comptroller  we  had  come  to  the  con- 
clusion that  it  is  advisable  to  make  provision  in  the  estimate 
for  next  year  for  the  completion  of  Washington  Market  build- 
ing, a  portion  of  which  is  now  in  course  of  construction,  under 
the  appropriation  of  $100,000  made  for  this  year.  I  also 
stated  that  the  sum  of  $184,000  would  be  necessary  for  this 
purpose,  and  requested  that  your  Board  appropriate  that  sum 
in  the  final  estimate  for  1881.  Since  that  date,  the  architect 
in  charge  of  the  work  has  made  a  revised  estimate  of  the  cost 
of  the  building.  The  completed  work  will  consist  of  an  iron 
building,  within  the  house  lines,  with  iron  piers  and  pile  foan- 
dations.  It  will  have  complete  drainage  and  water  supplj, 
wooden  floor  on  concrete  bottom,  and  gas-lights  in  the  gang- 
ways. The  planed  sidewalk,  four  inches  thick,  will  be  laid 
around  the  building,  over  which  will  be  built  an  iron  shed  en- 
closed on  the  line  of  the  curb,  and  having  lights  and  ventila- 
tors. The  work  now  under  contract  embraces  about  three- 
sevenths  of  the  iron  market  building  proper,  and  the  entire 
appropriation  of  $100,000  will  be  required  for  it  The  work 
to  be  done  under  the  appropriation  for  next  year  will  consist 
of  about  four-sevenths  of  the  building  proper,  of  wood  floor 
and  gas-lights  throughout  the  whole  building  and  the  sidewalk 
and  iron  shed.

Bailroad  Company  filing  with  the  Comptroller  of  the  City  of 
New  York  a  bond  to  pay  one-half  of  the  costs  thereof  when 
the  same  shall  be  completed,  which  bond  shall  be  filed  by  the 
railroad  company  within  ninety  days  after  the  passage  of  the 
act. 

I  further  stated  that  the  cost  of  the  bridge  is  estimated  at 
$70,000,  and  I  requested  the  Comptroller  to  call  upon  the  rail- 
road company  to  file  the  bond  required. 
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I  have  been  informed  by  the  Comptroller  that  the  oompanj 
has  not  yet  filed  the  bond,  but  in  caae  they  should  do  so  here- 
after this  Department  could  not  oarry  out  the  proyisious  of  the 
act,  unless  an  appropriation  is  made  to  cover  the  portion  of  the 
expense  to  be  borne  by  the  city. 

I  submit  these  facts  to  you  to  enable  you  to  determine

The  undersigned  respectfully  represents  that  he  is  the  owner 
of  four  lots  of  ground  on  the  southeast  comer  of  Ninety-eighth 
street  and  Fourth  avenue. 

That  prior  to  the  year  1881,  the  grade  of  the  carriageway  of 
Ninety-eighth  street  was  on  a  level  with  the  railroad  tracks  on 
Fourth  avenue. 

Thai,  at  the  instance  of  the  Harlem  Railroad  Company,  and 
without  the  knowledge  of  the  owners  of  property,  an  act  was 
passed  by  the  Legislature  in  1881  (Chap.  239,  Laws  of  1881), 
which  directed  that  "  Fourth  avenue,  at  Ninety-eighth  street, 
shall  not  be  crossed  by  foot  passengers  or  c^irriages  on  a

level  of  the  railroad,  but  Ninetj-eigbth  street  shall  be  closed 
tor  that  purpose  at  the  easterly  and  westerly  lines  of  the  said 
ayenue.*' 

That  immediately  after  the  passage  of  said  act,  the  railroad 
company  caused  walls  to  be  built  in  front  of  said  Ninety- 
eighth  street,  thereby  cutting  off  all  communication  across  the 
Fourth  avenue,  which  greatly  damaged  the  value  of  property 
at  that  point. 

That  the  property- owners  in  that  vicinity,  to  obtain  relief, 
petitioned  the  Legislature  of  1883,  and  secured  the  passage  of 
an  acty  Chapter  618,  Laws  of  1883,  which  directed  that  upon 
the  filing  of  a  bond  by  the  Harlem  Railroad  Company  with 
the  Comptroller,  for  one-half  the  cost  of  the  improvement, 
which  said  bond  should  be  filed  by*  said  railroad  company 
within  ninety  days  after  the  passage  of  the  act,  the  Commis- 
sioner of  Public  Works  should  immediately  proceed  to  con- 
struct an  iron  bridge  for  foot  passengers  and  carriages  over 
Fourth  avenue,  at  Ninety-eighth  street,  at  an  elevation  eqaal 
to  that  of  the  bridge  over  Fourth  avenue  at  Forty-fifth  and 
Forty-seventh  streets,  and  that  the  grade  of  Ninety-eighth 
street  should  be  made  to  correspond  with  the  elevation  of  said 
bridge.  The  act  also  provided  that  the  city's  portion  of  the 
expense  of  said  improvement  should  be  included  in  the  Final 
Estimate  for  1884. 

Under  this  act  the  Commissioner  of  Pablic  Works  certified 
to  the  Comptroller  that  the  expense  of  constructing  said 
bridge  and  changing  the  grade  of  Ninety-eighth  street,  wonld 
be  about  $70,000,  and  the  Comptroller  notified  the  Harlem 
Railroad  Company  to  file  a  bond  for  one-half  the  estimated 
cost  of  the  work,  which  said  company  refused  to  do. 

That  after  the  expiration  of  the  ninety  days  given  the  rail- 
road company  to  file  said  bond,  the  Common  Council  passed 
a  resolution,  which  was  approved  by  the  Mayor  on  September 
7, 1883y  directing  the  Counsel  to  the  Corporation  to  at  once 
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take  such  legal  measures  as  may  be  necessary,  in  behalf  of  the 
Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Clommonalty  of  the  City  of  New  Tork, 
to  compel  the  New  York  and  Harlem  Bailroad  Company  to 
file  the  bond  with  the  Comptroller,  as  required  by  said  act 
Chapter  618,  Laws  of  1883. 

That  legal  proceedings  are  now  pending  to  compel  the  said 
railroad  company  to  file  said  bond. 

That  in  the  opinion  of  the  undersigned,  the  construction  of 
said  bridge  is  entirely  practicable,  and  is  rendered  necessary 
by  the  yery  arbitrary  action  of  the  railroad  company  in  pro- 
curing the  passage  of  an  act  closing  Ninety-eighth  street  at 
the  Fourth  avenue,  without  the  consent  of  the  property 
owners. 

In  view  of  all  the  facts  herein  recited,  your  Honorable  Board 
is  requested  to  make  an  appropriation  in  the  Final  Estimate 
for  1884  of  $36,000  to  meet  the  city's  portion  of  the  cost  of 
this  improvement,  in  the  event  of  the  courts  deciding  that  daid 
railroad  company  must  file  a  bond  for  one-half  of  said  ex- 
pense.

To  the  Supreme  CouH : 

The  andersigned,  in  obedience  to  the  Order  of  Reference 
hereto  annexed,  respectfully  states,  that  he  has  been  attended 
by  the  parties  and  their  counsel,  and  has  heard  and  examined 
the  evidence  produced  by  them  respectively,  and  respectfully 
*' reports  thereon  with  his  opinion,"  as  follows : 

The  order  in  this  case  provides  that  the  printed  book  and 
the  bill  of  particulars,  heretofore  served  on  the  respondent^ 
may  be  read  in  evidence  before  the  Referee,  and  they  have 
been  so  read. 

In  addition  thereto,  the  relator  has  testified  that  the  services 
evidenced  by  the  record  practically  occupied  the  entire  time 
of  himself  and  his  two  brothers,  who  acted  as  associate 
counsel  with  him,  but  who  are  not  in  partnership  with  him, 
from  about  August  11  to  October  25, 1881 ;  that  he  has  not 
apportioned  the  amount  of  his  claim  between  himself  and  his 
associates,  such  apportionment  being  dependent  upon  the 
amount  finally  to  be  awarded ;  and  that  in  his  opinion  the 
services  indicated  in  the  record  are  fairly  and  reasonably  worth 
the  sum  of  $15,000. 

This  sum  was  named  by  the  relator  to  the  respondent,  and 
was  not  paid  by  it. 

The  extent  and  nature  of  the  services  rendered  by  the 
associate  counsel  has  not  been  shown  otherwise  than  in  the 
bill  of  particulars,  and  no  specification  of  the  value  thereof 
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has  been  given,  otherwise  than  as  the  same  may  be  assumed 
to  have  been  embraced  in  the  sums  named  by  the  yarions  wit- 
nesses, as  being  in  their  opinion  a  fair  and  reasonable  com- 
pensation for  all  the  services  mentioned. 

The  relator's  opinion  that  $16,000  is  a  fair  and  reasonaUe 
sum  to  be  awarded  to  him  for  the  services  of  himself  and  his 
associate  counsel,  is  corroborated  by  the  opinion  of  Mr. 
George  M.  Curtis.  Mr.  Bobert  Sewell  said  a  fee  of  $10,000 
wonld  be  a  reasonable  compensation  for  all  the  services  ren- 
dered, and  Mr.  William  P.  Fiero  concurred  with  Mr.  SewelL 

None  of  these  witnesses  made  any  division  or  apportion- 
ment of  the  sums  named  by  them,  between  the  relator  and  his 
associate  counsel,  nor  allotted  any  portion  thereof  to  any 
particular  service.    The  sums  were  named  simply  in  gross. 

The  witnesses  called  by  the  respondent  differ  in  opinion  as 
to  the  value  of  the  services  rendered,  not  only  from  the  wit- 
nesses for  the  relator,  but  also  among  themselves.  Mr.  G.  N. 
Davenport  was  of  the  opinion  that  such  services  were  fairly 
and  reasonably  worth  $1,600.  Mr.  Henry  E.  Howland 
thought  that  the  services  would  be  well  paid  at  from  $2,000  to 
$2,600,  or,  if  three  gentlemen  were  employed,  he  would  in- 
crease the  amount  to  $3,000  or  $3,500.  Mr.  William  H. 
Amoux  was  of  the  opinion  that  $5,000  woold  be  an  ample 
compensation.  Mr.  E.  B.  Wheeler  said  that  $2,600,  besides 
disbursements,  was  the  reasonable  value. 

In  this  conflict  of  opinion,  and  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the 
respondent  has  not  paid  the  $16,000  nominated  by  the  relator, 
it  becomes  necessary  to  examine  the  record  to  ascertain  what 
services  were  rendered,  so  as  to  ascertain  the  value  thereof, 
and  to  form  the  opinion  required  by  the  Order  of  Reference. 

The  relator's  statement  that  the  services  rendered  practically 
occupied  the  entire  time  of  himself  and  of  his  two  associates 
between  August  11  and  October  25,  is  obviously  to  be  taken 
rather  as  suggestively  than  literally.    Excluding  Sundays,  and 
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including  terminal  days,  the  whole  number  of  days  referred 
to  by  him  is  sixty-five.  If  each  of  the  three  counsel  were 
"  occupied  the  entire  time,"  it  would  make,  if  the  "  occupa- 
tion "  were  literal,  an  aggregate  of  one  hundred  and  ninety-five 
days  as  having  been  so  "  occupied."  This  obviously  was  not 
intended  by  the  relator. 

No  other  data  as  to  the  time  actually  employed  has  been 
l^ven. 

The  printed  book  cantains  186  pages.  Of  these  82  are  quo- 
tations, being  correspondence,  opinions  of  counsel  published 
in  newspapers,  opinions  of  courts,  and  an  adversary  brief. 
The  remaining  104  pages  are  concededly  to  be  ascribed  to  the 
labors  of  the  relator  and  his  associates. 

The  bill  of  particulars  contains  a  series  of  seventy-six 
grouped  items.  No  dates  are  affixed  to  any  of  them,  nor  is 
any  specification  given  of  the  time  which  they  consumed. 
The  associates  are  therein  styled  No.  1  and  No.  2.  So  far  as 
the  various  groups  can  be  separated.  No.  1  is  designated  as 
having  rendered  or  taken  part  in  forty-nine  of  the  enumerated 
services ;  No.  2  as  having  taken  part  in  thirty-eight  of  such  ser- 
vices and  counsel,  presumably  the  relator,  in  fifty-nine  thereof. 
If  each  of  the  seventy-six  groups  "  occupied"  an  "  entire"  day, 
the  whole  number  of  days  would  amount  to  seventy-six,  and 
not  to  one  hundred  and  ninety-five.  That  some  of  them  did 
not  consume  an  entire  day  is  self-evident  In  view  of  the  ab- 
sence of  dates,  and  of  all  other  specifications  of  time  employed, 
the  value  of  the  bill  of  particulars  is  reduced  to  that  of  a  key 
to  the  printed  book.  So  using  it,  I  am  of  opinion  that  the 
relator  and  his  associates  will  be  fairly,  reasonably  and  justly 
compensated  for  their  professional  services,  as  shown  in  the 
record,  if  they  receive —

FiBST. — As  to  the  authority  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  to 
incur  this  expense. 

SEbOND. — As  to  the  authority  of  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of 
Aldermen  to  invite  proposals  or  estimates  for  the  work,  and 
to  award  the  contract 

Thibd. — As  to  whether  the  claim  of  Twomey  &  Yreeland  is 
a  legal  charge  against  the  city,  and,  if  so,  upon  what  appro- 
riation. 

A  case  involving  these  questions  was  considered  by  the  Gen- 
eral Term  of  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  in  1876,  and  the 
opinion  of  the  court  thereon  will  be  found  reported  as  Brown 
V8.  The  Mayor,  6  Daly,  497. 

The  facts  in  that  case  were  as  follows  : 

There  had  been  passed  in  1874,  as  Chapter  330  of  the  Laws 
of  that  year,  an  act  for  the  submitting  of  certain  amendment 
to  the  Constitution  to  the  electors  of  the  State.  The  phrase- 
ology of  the  act  is,  in  all  material  respects,  similar  to  the  oDe 
now  under  consideration  (Chapter  468  of  the  Laws  of  1883). 
The  Board  of  Aldermen,  on  October  1,  1874,  directed  their 
clerk  to  cause  a  sufficient  number  of  ballots  to  be  printed  and 
distributed,  in  pursuance  of  the  provisions  of  the  Act  of  1874, 
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for  the  submission  of  the  proposed  amendments  to  the  people. 
This  resohition  was  approved  by  the  Mayor,  and  the  clerk  di- 
rected the  plaintiff,  M.  B.  Brown,  to  print  the  necessary  num- 
ber of  ballots,  which  were  subsequently  distributed  by  the 
clerk  to  all  parties  who  required  them,  by  giving  to  the  per- 
sons, organizations  or  parties  applying  for  them,  a  written 
order  upon  the  plaintiff  for  the  number  of  ballots  required  by 
the  parties  or  organizations  applying.  Brown  brought  action 
against  the  city,  under  his  contract,  and  recovered  a  judgment 
for  $2,600  and  interest. 

The  General  Term,  upon  appeal,  held  that  it  was  the  inten- 
tion of  the  act  to  require  the  county  authorities  in  the  several 
counties  of  the  State  to  provide  ballots  in  the  form  required 
by  the  act ;  that  in  the  counties,  generally,  the  supervisors 
were  the  proper  officers  to  make  such  provision ;  that  since 
the  passage  of  Chapter  304  of  the  Laws  of  1874,  the  powers 
and  duties  of  the  supervisors  were,  in  this  city  and  county,  to 
be  exercised  and  performed  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen, 
subject  to  the  power  of  approval  or  rejection  by  the  Mayor ; 
that  the  expense  incurred  in  printing  such  ballots  was 
a  county  charge;  that  the  provision  of  Section  91  of  the 
Oeneral  Election  Act  of  1872  (now  Section  1930  of  the  Consol- 
idation Act),  which  adds  to  the  general  enumeration  of  expenses, 
the  words,  '*  and  all  supplies  of  every  kind  and  nature  for  all 
elections  in  said  city  and  county,"  was  sufficiently  broad  to 
include  the  printing  of  such  ballots ;  finally,  that  the  restric- 
tion in  the  Charter  of  1873,  Section  111  (Section  68  of  the  Con- 
solidation Act),  relates  to  printing  for  the  city,  and  has  no 
application  to  the  questions  involved  in  the  case  before  the 
court. 

This  decision  seems  to  cover  all  the  points  inquired  of  in 

*    your  communication,  and  I  therefore  advise  you  that,  in  my 

opinion,  the  expense  of  printing  these  ballots  is  a  legal  charge 
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against  the  city,  aud  under  Section  1930  of  the  ConBolidation 
Act,  properly  payable  from  the  appropriation  made  to  pay  the 
expenses  of  all  elections  held  daring  1883.

In  regard  to  your  suggestion  that  our  throwing  off  the  in- 
tereet  would  make  it  an  object  for  the  Board  of  Estimate  to
